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Von Schaumburg 
Willing To Work 
For Ice Rink 


A sports complex with an indoor ice 


rink will become a reality for the Elk 
Grove Park District only if the residents 
are willing to work for it, park board 
member David von Schaumburg sai4 
yesterday. 


Von Schaumburg said as board treas- 


urer he would be willing to help the resi- 
dents who asked the board for an indoor 
ice rink at the board meeting last week. 
He said he could supply some of the fi- 
nancial information needed for a prelimi- 
nary study before a referendum would be 
held. 


If a bond referendum for a complex 


succeeds, it will be because the people 
worked for it, he said. 


Von Schaumburg said he was dis- 


appointed twice last year when two ref- 
erendum* for a sports complex and park 
improvements were defeated. 


Elk Grove Park District residents 


voted 1,123 to 1,045 in March, 1971 to de- 
feat a $1.49 million bond issue for a rec- 
reation building with an indoor ice rink 
and development of a 14-acre park at 
W e l l i n g t o n Avenue and Biestarfield 
Road, 


• 


In April the board again presented the 


voters a proposal for development, but 
this time it was in two parts, $600,000 for 
general park improvements and $940,000 
for a recreation building, The building 
proposal was defeated 1,947 to 1,000, and 
the park improvement referendum went 
down 1,650 to 1,296. 


"Last year I made the statement after 


working every night for the referendum 
and then seeing it defeated that I would 
vote "no" for any additional improve- 
ments to the park district," he said. 
•"However, now I feel that if .enough 


people promise to knock on doors to get 
a referendum passed, I will support it," 
Von Schaumburg said. 
' 


HE SAID HE hoped that a citizens' 


committee investigating the problem 
would not limit themselves to a sports 
complex. 


"We have a lot of .things that need to 


be done, including 14 acres of Disney 
Park that are lying undeveloped," he 
said. 


Jack Ciaes, park director, said no one 


has approached him since last week's 
board meeting about forming a citizens' 
committee to look into the possibility of 
the park district building an ice rink. 


Claes said a study was made four 


years ago by the University of Illinois 
which recommended an artificial ice rink 
and that an attitude and interest survey 
showed that some people did want an ice 
rink.

"I don't know what the chances of a 


referendum would be now," he said. 
"But I do know that the people are going 
to have to sell more than just the ice.

Scientists, it appears, don't give up 


easily. They admit they can't predict the 
weather with much success more than 
two days in advance. But they're going 
to keep trying. 


FOR CLOSE TO two decades (they 


have been attempting to make mathema- 
tical models of ocean-atmosphere inter- 
actions which would enable a computer 
to forecast weather as much as two 
weeks in the future. 


This work has been going on at the 


National Oceanic and Atmospheric ad- 
ministration's Geophysical Fluid Dynam- 
ics Laboratory at Princeton University. 


The oceans' heat budget, involving ab- 


sorption of solar energy and its redistri- 
bution through evaporation, reflection, 
and .radiation, provides the main driving 
force for weather. 


It's the job of the model makers to 


work up equations describing mathemati- 
cally all of the-myriad factors that pro- 
duce this driving force. 


Solution of these equations requires bil- 


lions of computations, something not 
even the largest of current computers 
can accomplish in time for practical use. 


Now the model makers have been 


promised a new tool, the Advanced Sci- 
entific Computer, said to be 10 times 
more powerful than any presently avail- 
able. 


THIS WILL MAKE it possible, accord- 


ing to toe National Oceanic and Atmos- 
pheric Administration NOAA, to "simu- 
late the circulation of the air and the sea 
and the interactions between them more 
accurately than ever before." 


It will be installed by mid-June next 


year at the Princeton laboratory. NOAA 
said it should improve the chances of ex- 
tending global and regional forecasting 
two or three weeks, predicting air and 
sea pollution and its consequences, fore- 
casting hurricanes and assessing efforts 
to tame them, and appraising the possi- 
bility of large scale climate modification.

hour during the first three hours of the 
show and tapered off slightly for the re- 
maining hours Smithers noted, 


Zur, a friend of the Novak family, had 


spent much time sitting with Scott during 
the boy's lengthy stay at Chicago's Chil- 
dren's Memorial Hospital earlier this 
year. 


A student at Campanelli School, Scott 


has experienced major surgery nine 
times and will face several additional op- 
erations in the near future, 


Right now he has returned to his West- 


over Lane home and is reported in good 
spirits by friends and neighbors. 


DURING HIS latest stay at Children's 


Memorial, daily expenses for Scott's to- 
tal care exceeded $400. 


"Our sponsors were more than cooper- 


ative and generously showed support for 
the Novak Fund telethon," Smithers 
said. 


He emphasized, however, that WYEN 


had sought no publicity in its attempt to 
raise the funds for Scott's medical debt* 


Smithers noted too that interest in the 


boy and his condition continues on the 
part of WYEN sponsors and listeners.

Kidney Recipient's Letter 
Encourages Gerald Cody

A Sehaumburg teacher slated for a kid- 


ney transplant in June has received en- 
couragement from a former kidney 
recipient, a 14-year-old Hoffman Estates 
boy. 


Bobby Parks, son of Mr. and Mrs. Har- 


ry D. Parks, of 219 Jefferson Rd., 
recently wrote to Gerald Cody, 27, re- 
counting his success in receiving his fa- 
ther's kidney and entering a much richer 
life than he'd been fible to lead before. 


Cody, a>teacher at Schaumburg Ele- 


mentary School, underwent surgery May 
It in which both his kidneys were re- 
moved. He has suffered from kidney dis- 
ease four years, and experienced exten- 
sive kidney dialysis treatments five 
weeks prior to the surgery. A community 
blood drive benefiting Cody is being held 
Wednesday and a fund drive has netted 
$2,000 thus far. 


Cody was released from Billings Hospi- 


tal, Chicago, Friday, but still must re- 
turn three times a week for kidney 
dialysis treatments lasting six hours 
each session. 


The letter from Bobby "gave all of us 


just a big, big lift," said Cody's mother, 
who quoted her son as saying "these are 
all important letters, but somehow that 
one has a special shine to it/ " 


"I had a kidney transplant Jan. 3 at 


Illinois Research Hospital (Chicago). My 
dad gave me one of his kidneys," said 
Bobby. 


"I CAN RIDE A bicycle, walk and play 


baseball and basketball, but I can't play 
football. I can eat everything I want, like 
potato chips, My skin has changed to 
rosy ted cheeks. I've gained 10 pounds 
and grown taller/' Bobby told Cody. "I 


hope you do as well as I did," he closed. 


Mrs. Cody termed the letter heart- 


ening, and added "the fact a child 
thought to write it is just a boon." 


Bobby's kidney transplant was necessi- 


tated because of an illness so rare he 
was at one time the only known victim in 
the country, said Mrs. Parks. A surplus, 
of Vitamin D produced calcium deposits 
in the kidneys, she said. Among restric- 
tions he lived under were the need to 
stay out of sunlight and a ban on drink- 
ing any milk not imported from England. 


The.January transplant was actually 


the second one attempted. Bobby's own 
kidneys were removed a year and a half 
ago, when a cadaver organ was avail- 
able. The first try failed, apparently be- 
cause the arteries leading to the trans- 
plant kidney were not kept long enough 
when it was removed from the donor, 
said Mrs, Parks.

The Parks family with eight children 


aged four to 23 years, lived in Altamont, 
250 miles from Chicago at the time, and 
she and Bobby arrived at the hospital 
just three hours after learning a kidney 
was available. They moved to Hoffman 
Estates last December. 


BOBBY HAD BEEN treated at Univer- 


sity of Illinois Research Hospital since he 
was a year old, and received dialysis 
treatments for three years preceding the 
treatment once after the transplant, the 
day after surgery. He toad looked for- 
ward to the operation 4H years, said 
Mrs. Parks, but it was delayed until de- 
velopment on a new anti-rejection se- 
rum. Mrs. Parks said Bobby was the 
first.person on which the serum was 
used. 


Withhold $360*000 


Rolling Meadows High 


The board of education of High School 


Dist. 214 agreed Monday to withhold 
more than $360,000 from the general con- 
tractor working on Rolling Meadows 
High School in hopes it will spur the con- 
tractor to fix the school's gym floor. 


The board agreed to hold the payment 


fo $362,267.11 to Wil-fred Inc. at least 'un- 
til the next board meeting on June 5. The 
payment would reduce the amount out- 
standing on the general contract to 
$25,000, according to Robert Weber, as- 
sistant superintendent for business ser- 
vices. 


Board members also passed a formal 


r e s o l u t i o n expressing their dis- 
satisfaction with the gym floor. District 
officials said the boards in the floor are 
too widely spaced, leaving cracks be- 
tween them. 


Weber said district officials and archi- 


tects have been discussing the problem 
with the contractor and want the cracks 
in the floor closed. 


BOARD MEMBES asked if the con- 


tractor might completely replace the 
floor. Board member Jack Costello said, 
"1 don't see how the floor can be tight- 
ened up. You can throw a rat through 
some of those cracks." 


Weber said, however "I don't think 


there is a chance the floor will be re- 
olaced unless we want to spend the next 


six or eight years in court. The problem 
is there are no established standards on 
what really is a good gym floor." 


In addition, board members questioned 


a representative from the school's heat- 
ing contractor about why the air-condi- 
tioning in the building has not worked 
during the past week. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert said the air con- 


ditioning had been scheduled to be 
turned on May 15 and ;"the adminis- 
tration has been somewhat disturbed be- 
cause it is not on by May, 22." 


The contractor said he had not been 


able to meet the May 15 date because of 
a delay in March on approval to order 
the necessary equipment. He said his 
workers were "debugging" the equip- 
ment and he hoped to turn it on yester- 
day. 


A check at 2:30 p.m. yesterday re- 


vealed the air-conditioning was not yet 
turned on. A school official said the sys- 
tem would be turned on either late yes- 
terday or this morning.

While managers of Ma and Pa's Coun- 


try Candy Store and Gatehouse Antiques 
Ltd., continue to assess the damage of a 
recent fire, children and adults wander 
into the store to try and make a pur- 
chase. 


Children walk away saddened when 


they are told $4,000 worth of candy has 
been condemned because of smoke and 
water damage. Another estimated $4,000 
worth of damage was done to decorative 
antiques. 


Arlington Heights antique buffs are 


distressed at the heavy loss in the an- 
tique store, which is estimated at be- 
tween $12,000 and $20,000. 


THE FIRE, WHICH was reported at 


7:50 a.m. May 7, at 123 E. Davis, which 
houses both the antique and candy 
stores, took 30 minutes to extinguish. Ac- 


cording to fire fighters, it took several 
minutes to locate the blaze in the rear of 
the antique shop because of the dense 
smoke. 


"The cause of the fire will be listed as 


undetermined," said Harvey Carothers, 
fire chief, "but there is no suspicion of 
arson." 


Most of the people who peer into the 


dark store have a personal interest in 
antiques. 


"Over a dozen people who have had 


little treasures in the store earmarked 
for themselves have called or come over 
to ask if this or that can be saved," said 
Greta D'Ancona, antique shop manager. 
"They also ask when we will reopen." 


At this point, according to Nicholas M. 


Lattof, building owner, the question is 
"if? the store will reopen. There is a pos- 
sibility it will be demolished. 


One Arlington Heights resident, who 


has been eyeing an antique table which 
had been in the window, came to the 
store/after the fire and begged to pur- 
chase it, smoke and water damage in- 
cluded. The table was a Mother's Day 
present for her 89-year-old mother.

Mrs. D'Ancona, wl^o has leased half of 


the building at 123 E. Davis for nearly 
four years, has spent the past two weeks 
sifting through the ashes.

An immediate change in course to al- 


low for swift and total planning of a mu- 
JiidpflUy-owned general aviation airport 
wag urged for Schaumburg last week. 


"In the interest of major savings, don't 


buy a little study which may coat you far 
more in the long run," advised J.L. Do- 
noghue/ president of Ralph H. Burke, 
Inc., a Park Ridge engineering and ar- 
chitectural planning firm. 


Doooghue's comments came during a 


screening interview held by Schaum- 
burg's Airport Study Committee Thurs- 
day. He represents the third and final 
engineering consulting group vying for 
appointment to perform studies to deter- 
mine the practicality of a village-owned 
general aviation (utility type) airport in 
the community. 


Either expansion of the present pri- 


vately owned Schaumburg Airport with 
eventual village acquisition of that facil- 
ity or establishment of a new airfield ia 
being considered in tentative plans for a 
regional transportation center. 


THE COMMITTEE was conceived to 


select a consultant for a feasibility study 
which would range from determining 
basic requirements through site selection 
and public hearings. 


The consultant chosen for the project 


will also guide the committee through 
steps required for a Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration master planning grant. 


Master-planning-grant funding would 


cover two-thirds of the cost of the feasi- 
bility study with one-sixth of the remain- 
der to be picked up by the Illinois De- 
partment of Aeronautics. 


The balance, to be paid by the village, 


would be retired through a revenue bond 


plan with that capital coming from air- 
port fees charged to users. 


According to Donoghue, approval of a 


federal grant will take about five months 
and subsequent applications for FAA 
monies to complete other planning 
phases will consume additional tune. 


"Land here in Schaumburg is getting 


more dear each day and it would certain- 
ly be preferable to put enough fuel in 
your vehicle to take you on the whole 
trip," he said. 


HE SUGGESTED obtaining village 


board approval to complete planning 
from basic requirements, site selection, 
master plan development through financ- 
ing, but added that funding for portions 
of the study could come in stages. 


"There Is real need for a good general 


aviation airport this side of O'Hare due 
to the fact that five privately owned area 
airports have been closed down," Do- 
noghue said. 


"A publicly owned airport is a must to 


serve the needs in this area," he added. 


Stressing, however, that he did not. 


want to "step on any toes/' Donoghue 
described the present airport site as "to- 
tally inadequate." 


"I don't want to waste time on a lock- 


ed-in site such as this," he noted. 


He explained that he envisions a facil- 


ity for Schaumburg similar to DuPage 
County Airport (West Chicago) from the 
standpoint of runway capacity.

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Attorney Donald G. Mulack visited 


Mount Prospect Monday night to present 
the case for abolition of the office of 
Cook County Coroner — for which he is a 
candidate in the November election. 


Mulack, an assistant attorney general 


in the Consumer Fraud Division, ad- 
dressed the monthly meeting of the Elk 
Grove Township Republican Organiza- 
tion. 


The 30-year-old GOP candidate argues 


that the office of coroner is archaic and 
superfluous. To support that argument, 
he relies heavily on a study compiled 
about a year ago by the Center for Ur- 
ban Affairs of Northwestern University. 


From his own research and from facts 


cited In the Northwestern study, Mulack 
makes a powerful case for doing away 
with the office, which he would like to 
replace with a medical examiner's of- 
fice. 


POINTING OUT that the 1970 state 


constitution provides authority for con- 
ties to abolish the coroner's office, Mu- 
lack said he will seek to induce the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners to do 
just that, Having little confidence that 
the Democratic majority of the board 
will buy that idea, however, he plans to 
organize a referendum on the proposal in 
the same election in which he seeks the 
office. 


Mulack will conduct a petition cam- 


paign in an attempt to secure 188,000 
needed signatures to place the question 
on the November ballot. 


Incidentally, he credited Elk Grove 


Township GOP Committeeman Carl R. 
Han sen, host of the Monday meeting, 
along with Conty Commissioner Floyd T. 
Fulle of Des Plaines, with persuading the 
Constitutional Convention to write the 
provision allowing abolition of the office. 


Among the faults with the medieval of- 


fice (it stems from common law prece- 
dents under which a representative of 
the king of England was appointed in 
each county to keep an eye on the tax 
collector), Mulack cited these: 


-RULES OF EVIDENCE do not apply 


in inquests conducted by the coroner. 
""^•Hearsay evidence is not only 
allowed, but dominates. 


—Cross examination of witnesses need 


not be allowed by the coroner. 


—Persons accused or suspected of 


crimes need not be advised by counsel, 
even though they are sometimes induced 
to testify — and their testimony may be 
later used for impeachment in a criminal 
trial. 


—Verdicts arrived at by the coroner's 


jury have no legal effect and are often 
simply a rubber-stamp of the police in- 
vestigation. 


Mulack can and will go on with weak- 


nesses in the office of coroner, and he 
appears to have a ready-made campaign 
which is bound to appeal to the tax- 
payers.

With less than three weeks left in the 


school year, teacher salary negotiations 
are taking on a new urgency. 


In some cases this has meant an early 


settlement But more often it has re- 
sulted in threats, crises and a new teach- 
er militancy, 


The key to negotiations at this time of 


year is timing. What power does a strike 
threat have In the summer? The teach- 
ers have to put pressure on now, or else 
wait until fall if they want to frighten the 
school boards into a teacher-favored set- 
tlement. 


Whether teachers in this area prill go 


as far as a strike this year remains to be 
seen. But the ri; t to strike is an issue 
that looms ominously over most negotia- 
tion Sessions. 


A survey of local negotiations shows 


three districts in varying stages of im- 
passe, one settled and one near settle- 
ment. 


Harper College teachers, the first to 


settle in the area, are less than exuber- 
ant about their average salary increase 
of S.4 per cent. The teachers' negotiating 
team said they were "satisfied consid- 
ering the economic conditions of the 
times/' yet they also termed their settle- 
ment 'low in some areas." 


In Mount Prospect Dist. 57 the two 


teams have reached a tentative agree- 
ment, which has been termed a con- 
cession on both sides. 


IN CONTRAST, negotiators in High 


School Dist. 214 have had to call in out- 
side help to settle their differences. Last 
week the teachers voted down a salary 
settlement recommended by a mediator. 
Now the negotiators have called in a 
fact-finding team to help break the im- 
passe. The fact finders will recommend a 
settlement in approximately two months. 


Prospect Heights Dist. 29 and Wheeling 


Dist. 21 are both test cases in open nego- 
tiations. And both districts have been 
flirting on and off with a declaration of 
impasse. Dist. 23' teachers met last night 
to consider calling in a mediator to rec- 
ommend a settlement. 


Larry Halter, an Illinois Education As- 


sociation negotiator, is directing the 
teachers' negotiation team in districts 21 
and 23 and is serving as an adviser In 
three other districts. He said the biggest 
problem in negotiations this year is de- 
termining exactly what can be nego- 
tiated. 


"We want to be able to bargain non- 


economic issues," said Halter, "such as

Halter, Is to keep provisions for media- 
tion and fact finding in their contracts. 
He claims .the school boards, are trying to 
eliminate these provisions, which he 
terms "strike substitutes." 


Boards in Districts 21 and 23 are hold- 


ing firm on their refusal to turn "mat- 
ters of board policy" over to negotiation. 
As employers, they say It is their right to 
decide issues such as class size and 
teacher evaluation procedures. 


Taking a similar stand, the Harper 


Board set certain items aside for further 


t study, which they considered board pol- 
'icy. The teachers accepted the board's 
position. 


However, in other local districts, Hal- 


ter predicts the teachers will not be as 
easily persuaded. He would not mention 
specific districts, but said there are three 
"trouble spots In this area with a poten- 
tial for a strike/' 


The issues at hand transcend any one 


local bargaining session in the Northwest 
suburban area. What the negotiators are 
really debating is how far can the teach- 
ers go in unionization? And how much 
control are the employers willing to give 
up? 


Even school board presidents will ad- 


mit in private that the teachers will one 
day have a full-fledged union and all the 
power that goes with organized labor. 
What no one knows is how long it will 
take the teachers to win this status.

Prapect Heights Old Town Sanitary Dis- 
trict also remained without an allocation. 


The allocations were released in a let- 


ter addressed to all entities requesting 
permission to divert water and signed by 
John Guillou, chief waterway engineer 
for the State Department of Trans- 
portation.

The schedule of preliminary allocations 


indicates 29 requesting entities — in- 
cluding municipalities, water commis- 
sions, sanitary districts and federal 
agencies — have been granted per- 
mission to divert 2,891 cubic feet per sec- 
ond of water from the lake in 1975. 


One cubic foot per second equals about 


860,000 gallons a day. 


The DAMP request was among several 


which was not included in the prelimi- 
nary allocations because of a duplication 
of requests. 


GUILLOU EXPLAINED that while 


DAMP requested permission to divert 
37.5 cubic feet per second, the City of

Des Plaines also requested 23.5 cubic 
feet per second.

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Legion Helps Vets Get

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Some 900,000 


servicemen returned to civilian life last 
year, bringing to 5.6 million the total of 
Vietnam-era veterans in the civilian 
population. Another 900,000 are expected 
to be discharged this year, 


Most have one problem in common; 


where to get a job. Most do, but many 
don't 


Labor Department figures show that 


the unemployment rate among veterans 
aged 20-29 averaged 8.8 per cent in 1971 
compared to 6.9 per cent in 1970. 


The American Legion says there are 


today approximately 400,000 unemployed 
veterans. It also warns that the situation 
will get worse as the American role in 
Vietnam wind* down — unless the econo- 
mu also expands. 


To help, the Legion itself in mid-1970 


began a pilot program designed to find 
jobs for veterans. By the ned of that year 
the Legion was conducting a full Jobs 
for Veterans program. 


AMONG OTHER THINGS, it solicited 


the help of local radio and television sta- 
tions, asking them to air spot announce- 
ments aimed at encouraging employers 
to hire veterans. 


"Hire a dependable worker — hire a 


veteran/1 one announcement said. 


Job fairs were organized to introduce 


v e t e r a n s to prospective employers. 
Booths were set up to tell veterans what 
benefits were available to them. Experts 
counseled them on job skills in demand 
and how to go about getting them. 


The Legion says it has held more than 


160 job fairs to date, and claims to have 
assisted more than 50,000 veterans in 
finding jobs. An Oklahoma City, Okla., 
job fair, drew more than 6,000 veterans 


in one day and some 1,400 of them were 
placed in jobs, a Legion spokesman said. 


The fairs are set up by local Legion 


posts with the cooperation of local cham- 
bers of commerce, the National Alliance 
of Businessmen, the Veterans Adminis- 
tration and local and federal government 
agencies. 


The list of successful placements re- 


sulting from Job fairs include disabled 
veterans hired by the Howard County El- 
licott City, Md., police department and 
General Motors, "many, many people" 
hired by Dupont Co., a husband and wife 
team hired by General Electric Co., and 
a Navy veteran who was hired by the 
Chrysler Corp., to work on the assembly 
line and is now with the automaker's 
management. 


A SEATTLE, WASH., post began a hot- 


line service for veterans early last year. 
Employers with Job vacancies listed 
them with the Legion by calling a tele- 
phone number that was manned 24 hours 
a day. Lack of funds forced the Seattle 
post to drop the operation but the idea 
took root in several other areas. 


In New York City's Queens Borough, 


World War I veterans man a hotline 
from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. five days a week. 


In Matawan, N. J., post commander 


. Eugene Needham and his wife, Mary- 
anne, take calls around the clock, work- 
ing in shifts. They began the hotline last 
Feb. 1 and say they have handled more 
than 2,000 inquiries. 


Legion hotlines in New York City and 


Buffalo, N.Y., feed calls directly into he 
New York State employment offices, the 


v New York City Division of Veterans Af- 
'fairs, the Bureau' of Apprenticeship 
Training, the U. S. Labor Department 
and the U. S. Veterans Assistance Center. 


James P. Dates, national chairman of 


President Nixon's own Jobs for Veterans 
program, said the Legion was to be 
"thanked and congratulated" for its ac- 
tivities in the field. 


Donald E. Johnson, administrator of 


the Veterans Administration, said "None 
has given this vital campaign Jobs for 
Veterans stronger or more effective sup- 
port than the American Legion." 


In taking over as national Legion com- 


mander last August, John H. Getger told 
his 2.7 million members the program 
was a "vital 1972 action program." 


"These men deserve a better welcome 


home than being consigned to relief or 
welfare roles," he said.

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Ex-Smokers ARE More 
Likely To Gain Weight 
Live

NEW YORK (UPI) — The common no- 


tion that people who give up cigarettes 
are likely to gain weight has been ele- 
vated from folklore to statistical fact. 


Drs. George W, Comstock and Richard 


W. Stone did it by comparing the medi- 
cal measurements of 501 men who were 
checked over twice, five to six years 
apart. They calculated the risk to be 40 
per cent. 


Being statistical their study could pro- 


vide no answer to the prime question of 
how cigarette smoking could interfere 
with the accumulation of body fat and 
thus keep smokers thinner than they 
would be if they didn't smoke. 


However, six of seven ex-smokers 


recently revealed a diminished basal ox- 
ygen consumption to investigating scien- 
tists. This, said Comstock and Stone, 
could cause weight gain even in the ab- 
sence of an increase in food intake or a 
decrease in exercise. 


THEIR STUDY DID not deal with the 


psychological theory that some ex- 
smokers compensate by eating more or 
exercising less or both. Either is a sure 
way of getting fat or fatter. 


Comstock is an epidemiologist at the 


Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore, 
and Stone is in the medical department 
of the American Telephone Company. 
Their hope was to turn up reassuring sta- 
tistics for smokers who tell their doctors 
they don't stop because they're afraid of 
getting fat. 


Instead they raised a new question 


which, in their words, is: "Do the haz- 
ards of obsety outweigh the benefits of 
becoming an ex-smoker?" These hazards 
don't, they said in a 1 Association, for 
two reasons: 


"First, subcutaneous fatness is not 


necessarily associated with increased 
risk of mortality. Second, and most co- 
gent, are the reports that mortality and 
morbidity are decreased when cigarette 
smoking is stopped, in spite of the fact 


that most of those who stopped probably 
gained weight." 


The 501 men were technical telephone 


workers. They were between 40 and 59 
years old when checked over the first 
time. Weights were recorded, fat folds of 
upper arms and abdomen were mea- 
sured, and they detailed their smoking 
habits. 


FIVE OR SIX years later these routine 


examinations were repeated. They re- 
vealed a general trend toward weight 
gain. But the gains were the most among 
the men who had stopped smoking ciga- 
rettes between examinations. 


The more cigarettes they had smoked 


before giving up the habit, the more 
weight they gained. For example, 17 men 
who had smoked 25 or more daily gained 
an average of 15 pounds. The gains could 
be measured in thickened fat folds.

How do you stop burglaries? One way, 


police officials say, is to make stolen 
items difficult to "fence." A color tele- 
vision set that's been marked with a per- 
manent identifying number, for instance, 
a harder to sell when stolen and easier 
to trace when recovered. 


That's the theory behind Operation 


identification, an^-anti-burglary program 
being used in about 300 U.S. commu- 
nities. It was inaugurated in the area 
last week by the Des Piaines Police De- 
partment in cooperation with the local 
Optimist Club. 


Key to the operation is an engraving 


pen that vibrates 7,200 times a minute 
and can be used to mark any material 
from soft plastic to hard steel. 


The Des Piaines Optimist Club donated 


three of the pens to the polk* depart- 
ment, which will make them available to 


local residents for use at home. 


TELEVISION SETS, tools, furniture, 


stereo equipment, tape recorders, and 
household appliances can all be marked 
with the pens. 


The .police recommend using your driv- 


er's license number while some depart- 
ments favor Social Security numbers for 
identification purposes. Police point out 
driver's license numbers can be traced 
easily, so when they recover stolen 
items, the owner can be found without 
much difficulty. 


One important part of the program, 


decals indicating that valuables inside 
your home have been marked as part of 
"Operation Identification," is available 
in some cities. 


Chief Arthur Hintz said if the marking 


pens are a success, the department will 
obtain more of them. Under a state pro- 
gram, grants are available to purchase 


up to one pen for every 1,000 residents. 


Burglaries in Des Piaines increased 6 


per cent during 1971 as compared to the 
previous year and jumped 37 per cent in 
the first three months of 1972 over the 
same period last year. Police are pre- 
dicting a further increase this summer 
when many families go on vacation. 


The trend is the same across the coun- 


try, with burglary becoming the.nation's 
most common serious crime. One en- 
couraging sign is the number of commu- 
nities that have begun ''Operation -Identi- 
fication?' and reported significant de- 
creases in the number of burglaries com- 
mitted. 


IN MONTEREY Park, Calif., where 


the marking program originated in 1963, 
about half jot the l,,000 households have 
participated, llie e',000 that didn't take 
part have reported a, total of 2,000 bur- 
glaries since 1963. Of the 5,000 that did. 


only 23 have reported burglaries, accord- 
ing to police there. 


"Operation Identification" may also be 


having some effect in larger'cities. Bur- 
glary rates went down 3 per cent in New 
Orleans after the program began there in 
1969. Burglaries had gone up 39 per cent 
the year before. 


Skeptics on the Des Piaines Police De- 


partment say pens that are loaned out 
probably won't be returned, prompting 
"(She suggestion that the pens themselves 
be marked for identification. 'The pro- 
gram has also .been criticized 'because it 
provides no way to mark such things as.. 
furs or jewelry. 


Despite its shortcomings, supporters of 


"Operation Identification" say the pro- 
gram is one of the best ways yet devised 
to help combat the increasingly serious 
crime of burglary. 


Bill Would Force FAA 


U. & Rep. Harold Collier, R-io, will 


introduce legislation in Congress this 
week to force the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration (FAA) to decrease jet noise 
from O'Hare Airport, 


The bill, first piece of legislation sug- 


gested by a suburban organization of leg- 
islators and public officials formed last 
summer by Rep. Collier, would require 
swift FAA creation of maximum noise 
level standards and enforcement of those 
standards through changes in jet engines 
and flight procedures. 


Collier told the Herald, in a telephone 


interview that the FAA would be re- 
quired to create noise standards within 
90 days of the bill's passage into law. 
The FAA has "dragged its feet" for 
more than two years since it was author- 
ized by Congress to create noise stan- 
dards around airports, Collier said. 


If the FAA does not form the standards 


In time, the U.S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency would be authorized to 
create them, he said. 


COLLIER DESCRIBED the bill as a

"major step in the^ direction of getting 
some relief" from noise. He indicated 
that the bill may receive enough Con- 
gressional support to become law within 
the next few months.

"no check on airport noise," -he said, and 
the FAA is primarily concerned with air- 
port safety. 


An PAA study is now being conducted 


to determine whether sharper take-offs 
and landings at O'Hare would create a 
safety problem, FAA spokesmen an- 
nounced last summer. 


In answer to critics who want the air- 


port closed at night, FAA spokesmen 
have'said that only the City of Chicago 
can close the airport. 
, 


Federal courts have always upheld 


FAA authority over the flight proce- 
dures, and have ruled that municipalities 
and other governments cannot impose 
noise ordinances and standards to reduce 
airport noise. 


In April, FAA officials at O'Hare 


agreed to extend night-time procedures, 
in which departing planes are sent over 
the Northwest tollways and areas west of 
O'Hare, now begin at 10 p.m., instead of 
11 p.m., and last until 8 p.m., instead of 
the previous procedure of resuming nor- 
mal flight patterns at 7 p.m. . 


THE FAA ALSO agreed to experiment 


Action 


with dispersing flights over a wider area, 
during day-light hours, instead of con- 
centrating flights over western Des 
Piaines and eastern Mount Prospect. 


The procedures were adopted at the 


urging of Des Piaines city officials, who 
recently adopted a noise control ordi- 
nance, directed at O'Hare, which they 
expect to be challenged in court. 


COLLIER SAID the proposed law to 


urge swift FAA creation of noise stan- 
dards, was suggested by Terrence Defca 
and George Franks, both members of the 
Suburban Aircraft Noise Abatement 
Coordinating Committee. 


This committee was formed last sum- 


mer, after a Northeastern Illinois Plan- 
ning Commission report that more than 
500,000 persons would be subjected to un- 
healthy noise levels from O'Hare by 1975 
if action were not taken.

The report also indicated that more 


than half of Des Piaines would be fit only 
for well-insulated apartment buildings by 
1975.

Let's Ratify 


Equal Rights 


Women aren't the only persons 


who stand to benefit if the Illinois 
legislature ratifies the 
Equal 


Bights Amendment (ERA), cur- 
rently facing action in the Senate. 


In the flurry of overly-emotional 


criticism on the amendment, some- 
how the point's been missed that 
the amendment could aid male 
chauvinists as well as women. 


Take alimony and child support, 


for example. Men could become 
eligible for such support under the 
umbrella of the ERA in a few limit- 
ed circumstances. 


Also, labor laws could be altered 


— again to the possible advantage 
of men. Women in certain circum- 
stances have special benefits or 
protection; ratification of the ERA 
could expand that protection to 
men. 


"Equal" is the key word for the 


ERA — a word which many legis- 
lators ignored last week when the 
Illinois House approved the amend- 
ment but left it 14 votes short of the 
ratification mark. A separate bill 
could come to a vote tomorrow in 
the Senate; if passed, it will go 
back to the House for action. 


The amendment, at first glance, 


appears to threaten some basic 
American institutions. Legislators, 
when they weren't trumpeting 
about "brainless, braless broads,*' 
saw the military and motherhood 
as threatened by the amendment. 


The amendment, however, does 


not make it mandatory for all 
women to enter the military for the 
purpose of combat. It states, sim- 
ply: *'Equality of rights under the 
law shall not be denied or abridged 
by the U.S., nor by any state, on 
account of sex." 


There are many areas of mili- 


tary service in which non-violent 
assistance is needed, such as in the 
clerical field. And, as the army be- 
comes increasingly voluntary, few- 


er men or women will be needed. 
f 


Obviously, legislation can expand 
on what the ERA means. 


Some legislators fear that the 


ERA could spawn increased sexual 
permissiveness. But Congress still 
maintains the right to pass legisla- 
tion for the purpose of "regulating 
cohabitation of unmarried per- 
sons" and maintenance of. priva- 
cy." 


The amendment would have its 


greatest impact in the area of jobs. 
Under the ERA's umbrella women 
would have more opportunity to 
earn money according to their abil- 
ities — and thus aid in supporting 
families. 


Some argue that the ERA is un- 


necessary and that the present 
Constitution contains the machin- 
ery to discard all existing laws 
which discriminate on the basis of 
sex. 


Perhaps. But the age is ripe for a 


clear-cut amendment which as- 
sures in specific language that both 
sexes, as far as our system of gov- 
ernment is concerned, are equal. 


The role that women have played 


— a role which, until the last few 
years, has received little attention 
or legal support — deserves to 
have the Constitution explicitly 
backing it. In fact, women do not 
"deserve" that protection. They 
should be entitled to it as a natural 
right.

We urge the Illinois Senate and 


House to ratify the ERA — for the 
benefit of women AND men. We 
encourage all persons to write or 
call their legislators about this bill. 


There's a chance, of course, that 


the bill will become a Con- 
stitutional 
amendment 
without 


ratification from Illinois. However, 
we'd like to have our state on the 
record on this matter — it's a mat- 
ter of pride. 


Industrial Headache 


What's the biggest security prob- 


lem in industry today? Espionage 
by competitors ? Bomb threats ? 
Riots? 


None of these. According to a na- 


tionwide survey by the American 
Society for Personnel Adminis- 
tration in cooperation with the Bu- 
reau of Local Affairs, the No. 1 
headache is still theft — most often 
theft by employes. Vandalism 
comes second in frequency, bomb 
scares are third and drug abuse is 
fourth. 


To get indication of current 


policies and practices in industrial 
security, the two organizations 
polled a cross-section of companies 
In a variety of industries. Respon- 
ses were received from 176 of them 
— 63 per cent manufacturing, 25 
per cent nonmanufacturing and 12 
per cent governmental and nonpro- 
fit concerns. 


Security problems have brought 


many changes in company pol- 
icies. The survey found that prac- 
tices include: 


— Lie Detector Tests — 20 per 


cent of the large companies (more 
than 1,000 employes) use them. 


— Package Checks — 40 per cent 


of the large companies and 20 per 
cent of the small companies (fewer 
than 1,000 employes) have initiated 
them. 


—Identification Badges — 50 per 


cent of the large companies use 
them. 


— Electronic Surveillance — 30 


per cent of the large companies 
use it in high risk areas. This in- 
cludes closed-circuit television. 


Moral deterioration, less respect 


for authority and greater 
in- 


stability among today's employes 
were some of the explanations of- 
fered by personnel executives for 
the increased need for security 
programs. 


On the encouraging side, however, 


while just under half of the com- 
panies said that employe theft was 
a relatively frequent occurrence, 
more than half reported it was 
rarely, if ever, a problem for them.

The current surge of feminism, now 


manifest 1^; efforts 1o ratify the;; Equal;. 
Rights Amendment in at least 38 states, 
is no fad. It is serious business. 


Sixty-nine members of the Illinois 


House of Representatives apparently do 
not agree. They voted against the Equal 
Rights Amendment last week. Another 32 
failed to vote, only two because of ab- 
senteeism. 


The fight for ratification in Illinois is 


not over yet, however. The question is 
set to come before the Senate tomorrow. 
If the upper house should duplicate the 
action of the House, let us hope its mem- 
bers will at least do so with more dignity 
and less insult to the women who have 
supported ERA. - 


Regardless of whether a legislator is 


for or against ERA, he might extend 
women the courtesy' of serious attention 
to a question on which many of us feel 
strongly. Some of the remarks made by 
lawmakers in voting down ERA are not 
worthy of their office, and they are cer- 
tainly an affront to intelligent, thinking 
women who have worked for and favor 
passage of this amendment (it took 50 
years to get it through Congress).

amendment. To say nothing of the many 
women in groups that include both men 
and women (the complete list is avail- 
able in the 1971 report of the Citizens' 
Advisory Council on the Status of Wom- 
en, appointed by President Nixon, who 
has urged passage of ERA). 


Unfortunately, there seems to be con- 


siderable misunderstanding about what 
ERA will and will not do. The assem- 
blymen did nothing to clarify things. 


One of the biggest bugaboos; about 


ERA is the likelihood that women will be 


subject to the draft. I cannot fault any- 
one who sincerely objects to this for op- 
p o s i n g the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment. Women would be subject to the 
draft, but a realistic 'appraisal of the sit- 
uation is merited. First of all is the in- 
tent of Congress when it overwhelmingly 
(at last) passed ERA. The Congress 
stated that women would not be required 
to serve where they are not fitted. It is 
reasonable to assume women would be 
assigned where their abilities would be 
best used. According to Mrs. Jacqueline 
G. Gutwillig, chairman of tine Citizens' 
Advisory Council on the Status of Women 
and herself a retired lieutenant colonel, 
given current military hierarchy senti- 
ments, it is highly unlikely women would 
be sent into combat areas. (That is not 
totally unknown. Nurses have served un- 
der fire). 
> 
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One who really 'believes in the equality 


of men and women might well ask, why 
not? The draft as it now stands certainly 
discriminates against men since they are 
the only ones required to serve. There 
are those of us who feel that until we 
learn to solve disputes in a non-violent 
manner, why should men bear the full 
burden of battle? 


Another of our esteemed lawmakers 


was quoted, "I've seen tine Russian 
Army where the men and women sol- 
diers were squatting together over an 
open latrine. Is that the position you'd 
want your daughter in?" (Rep. Webber 
Borchers of Decatur). For those with 
such fears, I would point out that, under 
ERA, governments could still require 
separation of the sexes for purposes of 
"regulating cohabitation* of unmarried 
persons" and "maintenance of privacy." 
This means governments could require 
sexually segregated dormitories at col- 
leges, prisons and military quarters and 
could require separate toilet facilities in

Let's be reasonable. ERA is not going 


to suddenly overturn socially accepted 
practices. Women and men will for the 
most part wish to retain privacy in cer- 
tain areas. This is still a democracy, not 
a totalitarian nation, where the wishes of 
the people do matter. 


Another favorite argument of ERA op- 


ponents is that it threatens family life... 
women will be forced to go to work, 
they will abandon their families, the role 
of homemaker win be downgraded. 


Well," women already make up nearly 


40 per cent of the labor force, and that 
shows no sign of abating, ERA or no 
ERA. Some economists think we are 
moving rapidly toward a permanent sec- 
ond family income economy and that we 
cannot afford not to have women work- 
ing. 


What the ERA does mean is that state 


protective legislation which now applies 
only to women would be changed. Min- 
imum wage laws and rest period and 
lunch period laws would be extended to 
men. Laws prohibiting work beyond a 
specified number of hours (Illinois' eight- 
hour law, for example), night work, em- 
ployment in certain occupations and 
weightlifting laws would be invalidated. 
This seems to frighten some, particularly 
union people. 


Again, let's be realistic. Women are 


not stupid. Few would seek jobs which 
they physically are unable to handle. 
They will continue to follow their inter- 
ests and utilize their skills the same as 
men. They just can't be treated differ- 
ently because of their sex. (In its 1970 
Citizens' Advisory Council on the Status 
of Women report the council states its 
belief that there will not be any prohibi- 
tory laws still in effect by the time ERA 
is ratified as a result of Title vn of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964.) 


One other aspect of ERA that worries 


people is worth mentioning: alimony and 
child support. Generally speaking, ac- 
cording to the Citizens' Advisory Com- 
mittee, present laws would not be in- 
validated by ERA. In those states where 
alimony is limited to women, men would 
become eligible under the same circum- 
stances as women. The welfare of the 
child would be the criterion for child cus- 
tody as it is in most states now. 


Anyone really concerned about worn- 


ens' rights would do well to read the re- 
port, available for 40 cents from the Su- 
perintendent of Documents, U.S. Govern- 
ment Printing Office, Washington, D.C. 
20402. It's titled "Women in 1971." Per- 
haps if those 69 legislators had read the 
report carefully, along with the Council's 
report for, 1970, they would not have 
acted with so much haste and levity. In 
fact, they might just have voted "Aye."

Dr. C. D. Van Houweling, director of the 
FDA's Bureau of Veterinary Medicine. 


Van Houweling, in a speech here (his 


week, disclosed the FDA is close to 
agreement with the Federation of Ameri- 
can Societies for Experimental Biology 
on a contract under which the society 
would recruit a team of experts for study 
of the importance of extremely small 
residues of a number of animal drugs 
which are also used in human medicine.

part of the dose used in human medicine. 
In cases like this, he said, it appears 
there may be reason to set official "tol- 
erinces" for residue levels which would 
not be "biologically significant" to hu- 
man consumers. 


"If a person has to eat 1,000 pounds of 


meat to get eopugh of a drug residue to 
be significant, it doesn't seem reasonable 
to forbid it/' Van Houweling said. 


Van Houweling stressed the search for 


a basis for setting tolerances on "in- 
significant" amounts of some drugs 
would apply to materials ruled capable 
of causing cancer. Federal law flatly for- 
bids addition of any cancer-causing ma- 
terials to foods.

called on 
> the Tool and Die Institute 


(TDI) members to take an active part in 
helping convert this nation's existing sys- 
tem of weight and measures to the inter- 
national metric system. 


Speaking at the 17th annual apprentice 


completion ceremonies of the TDI at Ar- 
lington Park Towers, 
representative 


from Lake Bluff reviewed the history of 
the English system of weights and mea- 
sures and the changeover underway. 
, 


"We are on the threshhold of a change- 


over, with tremendous momentum be- 
hind a national program for a com- 
prehensive conversion to the metric sys- 
tem of weights and measures," he said. 


Results of a study of the metric system 


authorized by Congress in 1968 were re- 
ported in August, 1971. Four recommen- 
dations were made, including a 10-year 
transition period to convert this nation to 
the metric system on a conversion pro- 
gram it suggested. 


Late last year, McClory said he pre- 


pared a bill designed to support the met- 
ric study commission recommendations 
with a seven-point program. It'was in- 
troduced as House Bill 12307, and he 
added that since that date Sen. Claiborne 
Pell of Rhode Island has introduced a 
metric conversion measure in the Sen-, 
ate. 


"Most interested parties appear now to 


agree that the United States will in some 
way and at some time follow the recom- 
mendations of the metric study commis- 
sion. "Factory Magazine," "Readers Di- 
gest" and other publications in effect ask 
now if the change will be made but 
when," McClory said. 


Revising some of the problems that 


would be involved, McClory added that 
he did not want to oversimplify the con- 
version problem. 


"I realize there are reported to be 


more than 20,000 major engineering stan- 
dards in the United States. Adoption of 
the metric system by the United States 
will contribute significantly to advan- 
tages for every segment of our economy 
— insofar as foreign trade and inter- 
national agreements are concerned." 


He cited representative industries 


deeply involved in the metric system — 
pharmaceutical, space and aeronautics 
program, auto manufacturers producing 
for the foreign markets and the photo 
industry. 


"By providing .the tools and dies to

American industry during the next 10 
years, through the precise use of cen- 
timeters and millimeters, you would in- 
crease not merely your own production 
but enable the productivity of American 
industry to increase and the domestic 
and foreign markets to expand/' he said.

Neto figures on how mutual fund in- 


vestors have fared over'the. past 10 years 
indicate that^month-by-month is the way 
to do it. 


Such figures on. the results of system- 


atic investment will probably make more 
sense, to most, than the usual way in 
which performance data on the funds is 
presented — the five-year orio-year val- 
ue of a one-time, lump-sum investment. 


That's hardly a typical investment pat- 


tern, of course. Most of us acquire our 
shares a few at a time, and how such 
investors have fared has been calculated 
by FundScope, Los Angeles-based pub- 
lisher of an annual guide and monthly 
fund magazine. The 1972 guide just now 
out lists 464 funds, of which 161, in oper- 
ation 10 years or longer, are covered in 
the systematic investment study. 


The study assumes an initial in- 


vestment of $500, and regular monthly 
investment of $100 thereafter, for the 
years 1962 through 1971. Total payments 
thus amount to $12,400. 


FOR COMPARISON, we've calculated 


earned interest on savings-account de- 
posits made exactly the same way. Sav- 
ings rates haven't always been as high 
as they are today, of course, so a rate of 
4 per cent compounded quarterly was 
used. 


The final balance in such a savings ac- 
count would have been $15,539. For the 
average mutual fund, liquidating value 
was $17,451 — about }4 per cent greater. 


Again for comparison, 106 of the 161 


funds produced better results than the 
current top passbook savings account 
rate of 5 per cent, compounded quarter- 
ly. 


• 


Among the 161 funds, liquidating value 


after 10 years ranged from a ,low of 
$10,910 to a high of $38,978 — but that 
last figure is so far above any other that 
it puts the top fund in a class by itself. 
It's the New Horizons fund of the Rowe 
Price group of no-loads, and everybody's 
performance data, no matter how fig- 
ured, puts this fund at the top of the list 
for 10-year results. 


Don't rush for your checkbook, though. 


New Horizons recently announced that 
more money was coming in than it could 
properly invest, and the sate of shares 
has been cut off, at least for the time 
being. 


Excluding that star performer, the 


liquidating values ranged up to $27,195. 
Of the top six funds, incidentally, five 
are no-loads. , 


It should be noted that investors in 


four funds would have had less share 
value than their total investment of 


$12,400 — though by only a few dollars, 
except in one case. And about a fifth of 
the funds - 32 of the 161 - had a liqui- 
dating value below that of the 4 per cent 
savings account. ' 


IT ONLY SAYS, once again, that an 


insured savings account represents safe- 
ty and certainty, while any investment — 
in mutual funds or otherwise — carries 
an element of risk. It's the price the in- 
vestor pays for the possibility of higher 
returns. 
% 


What's significant is that all but a 


small percentage of fund investors did 
relatively well in the decade, 1962 to 
1971, that was the worst in mutual fund 
history. There were major market de- 
clines in '62 and '66, and of course the 
disaster of 1969-70. 


Despite this, the growth funds lived up 


to their name. Among the top 10 per cent 
in this study, all but two are growth 
funds. And half of them are classed as 
"performance funds" those volatile, vul- 
nerable funds about which everyone's 
been saying such terrible things. 


It seems to show again that mutual 


funds generally do well by the long-term 
investor. Few fail to show gains; only 
the in-and-outers who think they can out* 
guess the market.

But not all countries are willing to part 
with them.

There are. countries where the church 


feels it is its duty to assume the parent 
role for parenttess children, rearing 
them in its own institutions. 


There are countries like Vietnam 


where past experiences with out-of-coun- 
try adoption have made them hesitant to 
release their orphans. Lack of organized 
centers to work jointly with U.S. centers 
in the adoptive process is another handi- 
cap. 


Currently a ''Committee of 1,000*' — so 


called because it originated with 1,000 
American members — is 
working 


diligently to save the Vietnamese chil- 
dren.. They are collecting money, sending 
materials and equipment to Vietnamese 
orphanages, and'trying to set up a center 
to help place these children. But to date 
very few Vietnamese waifs have been re- 
leased.

IN BANGLADESH, : International So- 


cial Service is currently working oh re- 
leasing for adoption the children of rape 
victims there. 
. 


Most American adoptive agencies turn, 


to International Social Service or to the 
Holt Adoption Program, which in. turn 
work with Agencies in other .countries 
when an overseas adoption is sought. 


"But any family who knows of an 


adoptable child in any free country of the 
world (for example, a relative's child) 
can call us and we will try to help 
them," said Doris Tankersley, social 
worker at the Department of Children 
and Family Services, State of Illinois. 


Korea is /a different story. The Korean 


government releases large numbers of 
children at a. time. According to Miss 
Tankersley, the Holt agency plans to 
place 2,000 children, mainly Korean, all 
over the world. They will range in age 
from 6 months up to 14 years at time of 
placement. Children of 14 and over are 
not considered orphans by the immigra- 
tion department. 


ILLINOIS' CHILDREN and Family 


Services has nine families presently 
waiting for Korean children. Infant girls

ers. The agency follows through with the 
adoptive process from the point of intake 
to the point of adoption. 


The Alan Andersons of lies Plaines, 


who have two biological children and 
three trans-racial adopted children, are 
currently in the process of adopting a 
Korean boy. They are working through 
the state with the Holt Adoption Pro- 
gram, P.O. Box 95, Creswell, Ore., 97426, 


Holt; a Methodist agency, is never- 


theless non-sectarian in acceptance of 
parents, but requires them to write a r;e- 
ligious statement confirming the fact 
they are Christians. 


Before the Korean child arrives in this 


country, the family has been thoroughly 
studied and immigration forms have 
been filled out. Sometimes the family 
sends a set of clothing for their particu- 
lar child to the West coast. Sponsors ac- 
company the children on the plane. 


"IT'S A VERY .emotional thing," said 


Donna Anderson. "Families go to O'Hare 
to meet the plane. They recognize their 
own child by the clothes he is wearing." 


It's a happy, tearful, sometimes bash- 


ful meeting as families depart with their 
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new sons and daughters. For the next six 
months, an Illinois social worker keeps 
in touch. 


"It's difficult for these little tykes," 


said Doris Tankersley. "They can't 
speak the language, they're taking on a 
whole new culture. The transition period 
takes a minimum of six months." 


Then the court proceedings take place 


and the child is issued a birth certificate 
which exactly duplicates the certificate 
of any biological child. The adoption be- 
comes final about a month later. 


AT THE TOM Rees' home in Des 


Plaines, something new has been added 
— a sweet little porcelain doll of a child 
— 2-year-old Lee Morgan who arrived at 
O'Hare from Korea last December, 14 
months after the Rees family first re- 
quested her. 
- 


"Boys run in our family/'' said Bar- 


bara Rees, who has three sons: Brad, 12; 
Brian, 8; and Cliff, 6. "We wanted a girl 
so badly, but I didn't want to start all 
over again with an infant." 


Adopting a Korean daughter was a 


family decision; Tom, who was an 
adopted child himself, had been in 
Korea. He and Barbara long ago decided 
that some day they would adopt. The 
boys readily agreed to share a bedroom 
of the three-bedroom house with the new- 
comer. Cliff longed to be the "big broth- 
er." 


DURING THE 14 months of waiting, a 


social worker from Illinois Children and 
Family Services, had conferences with 
Tom and Barbara, together and individ- 
ually, and visited their home a few 
times. The fact that Barbara works (she 
is a librarian at Maine West) in no way 
deterred the proceedings. With the help 
of a regular sitter, she had already suc- 
cessfully managed to raise her three 
boys. 


Lee's legal adoption will be finalized 


somewhere between six months and a 
year from the time she joined the Rees 
family ^The ^family, pays under $800 to 
'the Holt Adof>tion Program to cover her 
transportation, medical costs and other 
expenses,; the family also pays the .law-;

ye'r's fee and court costs, usually be- 
tween $200 and $400. The services of the 
state agency are free. 
\ TIJE ENTIRE REES family went to 
the airport last December to meet their 
precious Christmas present, one of four 
Korean youngsters accompanied by a 
Korean couple. They looked for a tod- 
dler, just turned two, with a "Rees" tag 
pinned to her. 


"If you could have seen that poor, dis- 


tressed looking child!" said Barbara. 
"Her skin was covered with impetigo; 
her abdomen was swollen from malnutri- 
tion." 


Little Lee looked at her new mother 


soberly; then she saw Brian and started 
giggling; then she noticed Cliff and real- 
ly cackled. "How did we happen to get 
such a funny one!" exclaimed Brad. 


This tiny,mite of a child had been 


abandoned as an infant in front of a vil- 
lage courthouse. 
Then she was in- 


stitutionalized and finally placed in a 
small one-room foster home with five 
other children. 


"WITHIN DAYS HER skin was 


cleared up and she looked 100 per cent 
better/' said Mrs Rees. "Since then she 
has gained weight and grown; our doctor 
reports she is doing just great." 


Lee has given the Rees family many 


poignant and happy moments. She. al- 
ready was talking well — in Korean — 
when they got her, but began learning 
English words immediately. Now she 
speaks English well, but sprinkles it with 
a few Korean words. Occasionally she 
lapses into baby chatter in Korean. 


"This has been a great experience for 


us," said Barbara. "When we saw that 
terrible sore little face at the airport, we 
were all pretty weepy. 


"Having biological children is very de- 


lightful, but adopting is a different type 
of wonderful feeling. Any family that's 
emotionally suited to adopting should do 
it."

Crime in the streets Is common, but

Property losses in 1970 total- 
led $672 million, or an average of $310 
per heist. 


Not only is burglary America's com- 


monest crime, but your neighborhood 
burglar's busiest season is just ahead. 
Because he likes to make himself at 
home when you're not, July is the peak 
month for losses. You can, however, take 
certain time-tested steps to protect your 
property while you're off on vacation. 
Here are a dozen endorsed by security 
specialists. 


Notify your police department of your 


departure and return dates, as well as 
where you can be reached in case of an 
emergency. Many departments will alert 
patrols to make regular check-ups of 
unoccupied dwellings and to investigate 
in cases of suspicious circumstances.

This over, the 
whole thing goes into l& gal. stone crock

The crock is then stored in a warm 


spot — never refrigerated. Let it set six 
months.

Wheeling, Illinois 
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Roll Call Vote In Senate h All It Takes 
Racetrack Owners 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - One roll call 


on the floor of the Senate is all that 
stands in the way of complete disclosure 
of the names of Illinois racetrack own- 
era. 


The House Monday accepted a Confer- 


ence Committee report on two bills 
which would require public listing of the 
names of all who own stock in Illinois 
tracks. 


No such legal requirement is currently 


on the books and, when Racing Commis- 
sioner Alexander MacArthur last year 
ordered such lists made public. It was 
discovered that many public officials 
owned racing shares. 


Shortly thereafter, former Gov. Otto 


Kerner was indicted in connection with 
alleged racing stock deals during his ad- 
ministration. 


The bills approved by the House Mon- 


day are the work of Rep. Arthur Telch- 
ser, R-Chicago, who grafted them onto 
Senate bills last year in the House Agri- 
culture Committee. 


HOWEVER, WHEN the measures were 


sent back to the Senate for approval, the 
required vote was not available and the 
bills went to the Conference Committee, 
which recommended both Houses ap- 
prove Telchser's amended version.

The bills also require prior approval of 


the racing board for any shift of 25 per 
cent or more of any track's stock and 
forbid racetrack owners from contrib- 
uting to political campaigns. They would 
also double the current $10,000 maximum 
penalty for violation. 


"It's simple," Telchser said after put- 


ting his bills through committee. "It's to 
the point. It's disclosure." 


Sen. William C. Harris, R-Pontiac, is 


handling the bills in the Senate. Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie has indicated he fa- 
vors the bills and will sign them if Harris 
can push them through.

In a recent column we wrote about 


minerals and the important part they 
play hi a dogs well-being. Vitamins too, 
are a most important part of his diet just 
as they are in humans. 


Vitamins serve as catalysts, making 


possible many of the body's basic meta- 
bolic functions. They enable the body to 
utilize other nutrients properly. Because 
they are catalysts, vitamins are needed 
in much smaller quantities than the tis- 
sue-building and energy-producing nutri- 
ents, such as proteins, fats and carbohy- 
drates. 


Vitamins are divided into two general 


groups; fat soluble and water soluble. 
Fat-soluble vitamins are absorbed along 
with the dietary fats and can be stored in 
moderate quantities in the body's fat de- 
posits. Two of the best known are Vita- 


min A, which is important for normal 
vision, skin, bones and teeth, and Vita- 
min D, which acts with calcium and 
phosphorus in the proper mineralization 
of the skeleton. 


Water-soluble vitamins can't be stored 


by the body in any appreciable quan- 
tities, so a constant dietary supply is 
necessary. 


As pointed out by the Gaines Research 


Center, can there be any doubt about the 
wisdom of feeding a high-quality, scien- 
tifically formulated dog food? Table 
scraps and hit and miss feeding is cer- 
tainly not te answer to a healthy dog.

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THE GENERAL Wisconsin fishing sea- 


son opened last weekend, and reports 
from that state's Department of Natural 
Resources indicate that the trout and 
walleye fishermen were the most sue- 
ce&fut. 


Among the bigger fish caught were a 


24-inch brown trout in Grant county, and 
a 1446 pound musky in Dunn County, and 
several 10 pound northern pike in Lang- 
lade County. 


The southern district of Wisconsin, 


which includes all of the counties con- 
tiguous to the Illinois State line, was 
among the most productive area for 
trout fishermen. The opening weekend 
included limits of brook, brown, and 
rainbow common throughout the district. 
A 17^-inch brown was taken out of Apple 
Branch, Lafayette County, and 3% pound 
brook from Williams (Rcwey) Creek in 
Iowa County. Grant County's Black 
Earth Creek, Crooked Creek, Big and 


* Little Green Rivers were brown trout 


fishermen's paradise, however. 


Largemouth bass fishing was good on 


Blackhawk Lake, and a 30-inch northern 
was caught in Stewart Lake near Mt. Ho- 
reb. 


In Iowa County, there were several 


limits of brown trout reported with the 
fish ranging in the 14 to 15 inch bracket. 
The best brown catches came from Mill 
Creek. Trout fishing is also pretty good 
on Cox Hollow and Birch lakes, but no 
large fish were taken. The best bait in all 
the waters mentioned, except for the an- 
gler who can expertly handle an arti- 
ficial muddler, is a nite crawler. 


Still in Iowa County and the general 


Dodgeville area of Wisconsin, large- 
mouth bass fishing is fair on Twin Valley 
Lake and some northern pike are being 
taken there. Btuegiils are beginning to 
rise to poppers on Cox Hollow. In Lafa- 
yette County, tlie revived Yellowstone 
Lake is producing good catches of large 
bluegitls, many a half-pound and larger. 
Bass are also hitting, with a 6 pounder 
among those reported early in the week- 


In the -rest of the lower districts of Wis- 


consin: walleye fishing was just fair on 
Lower Nemahbin Lake and Pike Lake, 
but it was very good on Lake Geneva. 
The best lures weren't lures at all, but a 
nite crawler on a Lindy Rig, either cast 
or back-trolled. 


Largemouth bass were taken on Big 


and Little Cedar Lakes, in Washington 
County, the Lauderdale chain. Camp 
Lake and Upper and Lower Nemahbin. 
Panfishing was good to fair, as was 
northern fishing in the same waters. 


And white bass are beginning to hit at 


the Wilmot dam in Kenosha County. 


Further news for the fishermen who 


enjoy getting in on the big white bass run 
in Wisconsin's Wolf and Fox rivers: It is 
expected to peak this week, so fishing 
will still be excellent over the weekend. 


Fair catches of white bass were being 


taken early this week, but the river* 
were both still fairly high. Good bets for 
a weekend trip would be anywhere in the 
Fremont, Orihula, or the Winnebago 
area, where the Fond Du Lac River, the 
Wolf and the Fox Rivers will all be hold- 
ing the white bass. 


Sauger fishing is also excellent this 


time of the year on the north end of Win* 


nebago. Winnebago is -also still good for 
white bass and walleyes. 


Fair to good catches of white bass are 


being taken on the Wolf River in the 
Wautoma area with the beet catches at 
Orihula. The sloughs along the Wolf Riv- 
er are also producing black bass and 
northerns. 


A little further nortfi, in the Antigo 


area, quite a few limits of trout were 
taken on the Eau Claire and Hunting 
Rivers in Langlade County, with live bait 
the best. Walleyes were hitting on Roll- 
ing Stone and Otter Lakes, and large 
pike, several up to 10 pounds, were 
caught out of Rolling Stone. Again, live 
bait did it. 


Water levels were above normal In the 


Wisconsin Rapids area, but the Castle 
Rock ditch In Adams County produced 
several limit catches of brown trout. 
Walleyes were active in the Castle Rock 
flowage, particularly near the dam and 
in ditches 4, 5 and 6 in Portage County. 
Trout and walleyes also came out of the 
Petenwell didtch in Juneau County. 


Water conditions are still high in the 


Woodruff area, but fishing, as it always 
is, was good throughout the area. Quite a 
few walleyes were taken on the Wiscon- 
sin River, the Willow flowage and the 
Rainbow flowage in Oneida County. Wall- 
eyes were also taken out of Lake Toma- 
hawk in the Minocqua chain. 


In my favorite, Vilas County, all the 


"good" spots were good again; Big St. 
Germain, Little St. Germain and Big and 
Little Arbor Vitae Lak4s all produced 
limit walleye catches. 


Joe Schillinger, a guide who fishes out 


of Bo Popov's Fishing Headquarters in 
Woodruff, took muskies for his clients on 
both the Tomahawk and the Wisconsin 
Rivers. 


Lake Michigan, meanwhile, was an an- 


gler's dream, producing fish for boaters 
and shoreline fishermen alike. 


Limits of trout were taken at Krohns 


Lake and West Alaska Lake in Kewaunee 
County; the Pigeon River was producing 
rainbows. The Two Rivers waters were 
producing lake trout and some rainbows 
at the mouth of the Little Manitowoc and 
Molash Rivers. 


In Door County, trolling Is the best 


method of catching brook, brown and 
rainbow trout, with the best spots around 
Egg Harbor, Fish Creek, Eagle Harbor, 
Alison Bay, Baileys Harbor and Sturgeon 
Bay. Lake trout are right on the bottom 
In 130 to 170 feet of water in the Door 
County area. 


Coho and Chinook fishermen 'are find- 


ing the going good, but slow still this 
year, all along the Wisconsin-Illinois 
shoreline. Although the bard working 
fishermen can still come home with at 
least a fish or two, the "really big ones" 
have yet to show up in any numbers. 


The best bet is to follow the action and 


join the boats who are gathered in a par- 
ticular spot taking fish. 'This is generally 
to be found in 50 to 60 feet of water al- 
most due east of the Commonwealth Edi- 
son generating station in Waukegan, 
about three to four miles out. 


The trollers are catching fish on lures 


trolled at 8 to 15 feet on Rapalas, Tadpo- 
lys, Spoonplugs, Dardevles and big 
Mepps spinners.

Athletics Encourage Good Health

Dear Dr. Lamb — A recent column of 


yours interested me. The reader asked 
whether participation in athletics short- 
ened one's life span. Let me give you a 
personal history. I was bom Sept. 8,1912 
and have been athletic ever since. In To- 
ronto on April 27, 1071, I played in the 
hockey game between the Canada Pack- 
era of Toronto and the Canada Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. I was on the line 
with my two sons who were 18 and 19 
years old. 


Our One accounted for 5 of the 11 goals 


for an ll-to-9 win over the Canada Pack- 
ers. When you add back to 1912 you can 
determine that I was 58 years old at the 
time. 1 think that my history is proof 
that if you take care of your diet and 
health, athletics will not shorten life. 


As an example of one of my weekends: 


1 played a round of golf Saturday and a 
five-inning game of softball on Sunday, 
and on Monday two sets of tennis. I hope 
this information will be useful to any 
young people interested in an athletic ca- 
reer. 


Dear Reader — I am putting your let- 


ter in the column because it is a good 
example of the point that a person who 
starts out with an active athletic career 
and continues it, can stay in good shape 
and participate in athletics for years in 
good health. Congratulations on your 
achievement. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — My son has a friend 


with large dark soulful eyes. Only 
recently 1 realized that his eyes ap- 
peared enormous because the pupils ap- 
peared to be permanently dilated. I 
asked him if he was on any medication 
or drugs and he said no. He cooperated 
in an experiment. Coming from a dark 
room we walked directly to a mirror and 
turned on a bright light. The pupils of 
my eyes immediately pinpointed whereas 
his closed only slightly, leaving the pu- 
pils very large and open. 


This young man does not stutter but he 


does have a nervous speech defect which 
is improving, otherwise he seems nor- 
mal. What would cause this 'abnormal- 
ity? Is it medical or is it an eye problem 
and should I alert 'his parents?

Know Laivs 
Governing 
Condominium 


Anyone who is interested in buying a 


condominium apartment should know 
something about the Jaws that govern 
this type of home ownership. 


According to the Illinois State Bar As- 


sociation, the legal status of the con- 
dominium unit owner is quite com- 
parable to that of the owner of a single- 
family dwelling situated on its own plot 
of ground. The condominium owner is 
vested with ownership of part of the real 
estate on which the multiple-dwelling 
stands together with sole ownership of 
his individual unit. 


From a tax standpoint, there is little 


difference. The condominium owner is 
assessed for real estate taxes individ- 
ually and separately from other unit 
owners, His taxes are a deductible item 
on his income tax return as are the inter- 
est payments on his mortgage if he fi- 
nanced his purchase. He builds up equity 
in his property a* his mortgage is re- 
duced and his property is likely to appre- 
ciate in value, presuming it has desirable 
features. 


The special features of condominium 


ownership Arise from the fact that indi- 
vidual units are an Integral part of a 
multi-unit building having some common 
elements. In addition to owning his own 
unit, each owner also owns a certain per- 
centage — based upon the value of his 
unit in relation to others — of the com- 
mon property, including the garage, 
laundry, recreation facilities, if any, and 
so oa. His real estate tax is based both 
upon the value of his unit and his propor- 
tionate share of the common property. 


THE RIGHTS and privileges that go 


with condominium ownership and their 
limits are described in the Illinois Con- 
dominium Act. Among other (things, it 
provides for an association of owners and 
election of a Board of Managers, made 
up of owners, which is impowered to run 
the building. Very often, the owner's as- 
sociation takes the form of a corporation 
to limit the liability of the unit owners.

Tbt Board of Managers estimates and 


MMNSSM the operating expenses, frames 
rules for the condominium and performs 
such other tasks in the administration 
and management of the condominium as 
art in the common interest of all the 
owners. It also has the power to enforce 
collection of payments due from owners 
for operating expenses, and may go to 
court for this purpose if necessary. It 
may fflt damage suits or take other ac- 
tion on behalf of the association of own- 
ers. 


In casas of insolvency, the law pro- 


vidaa that the interest of other owners is 
not affected by an owner's default on his 


ure or tax liabilities.

Sprinkle Cutback 


Residents of Winston Knolls subdivi- 


sion in Hoffman Estates have been asked 
to voluntarily place themselves under 
water sprinkling restrictions 10 days be- 
fore they are effective for the rest of the 
village, to ensure adequate water pres- 
sure to extinguish possible fires. 


Village Manager George Longmeyer 


predicted only this month the village 
would escape water shortages this sum- 
mer, barring an exceptionally dry 
spring. 


Village Trustee Virginia Hayter Mon- 


day night related a series of events over 
the weekend that led to having public 
works employes visit all homes in the 
subdivision, asking them to comply with 
an ordinance approved last year to be 
effective annually during June, July and 
August. Mrs. Hayter is chairman of the 
board's public works committee. 


Between 2:30 and 10 p.m. each day 


since Thursday, said Mrs. Jayter, water 
in mains serving the subdivision dropped 
to only 10 pounds of pressure. 


With pressure that low, "if we had a 


very serious fire we would be unable to 
cope with it,'1 Mrs. Hayter said. 


THE LOW pressure situation exists 


only in Winston Knolls, according to John 
Hoasack, public works superintendent, 
although as of June 1 residents through- 
out the village will be required to comply 
with the ordinance. As during last sum- 
mer, citations could be issued to viola* 
tors. 


Under the ordinance, people living in 


houses with odd-numbered addresses can 
water during specified hours Monday 


and Thursday, while those in even-num- 
bered homes can water the same hours 
Tuesday and Friday. The hours are 9 to 
11 a.m. and 10 p.m. to 2 a.m. the follow* 
ing day. 


If the Winston Knolls residents comply 


voluntarily with the ordinance, said Hos- 
sack, the village should be able to keep 
enough water in a storage tank servicing 
the subdivision to provide adequate pres- 
sure for fire-fighting. Hossack noted per- 
sons with new lawn seed, sod or shrubbe- 
ry may apply for special permits to wa- 
ter their yards during hours other than 
those allowed in the ordinance.

• 


BOTH MRS. HAYTER and Hossack 


said the shortage results from the fact so 
many homes in the subdivision are new, 
and many of the owners are sodding 
their lawns at the same time. 


Most of the new^ sod is'being watered 


heavily, and the use eventually drains a 
storage tank at the well servicing the 
subdivision, she said. Once the tank is 
drained, pressure in the mains drops 
very suddenly, since the only source then 
is a 300-gallon-per-mimrte pump at the 
well. The water is being used faster than 
the pump can supply it, Explained Wall- 
ice Bohm, water superintendent. 


The situatio win be relieved, said Mrs. 


Hayter, when a new well in the southeast 
corner of the subdivision is put into ser- 
vice, which is expected about July i. It 
will supply water at a rate of 1,000 gal- 
lons per minute. The well and storage 
tank are completed, and the pump and 
motor now are being installed. Every ef- 
fort is being made to expedite service 
from the new well, she said.

Council Bluffs, Iowa, derailed near the 
Wood Dale station about 6:30 a.m., Mock- 
ing both main tracks, a Milwaukee Road 
spokesman said.

10:30* a.m., when the tracks were

The Hoffman Estates Village Board 


was brought to task Monday night on a 
number of issues raised by residents in 
the audience.

Trial of a suit contesting legal posses- 


vsion rights of the Dalehouse Restaurant 
is scheduled for 2 p.m. June 6. 


The trial date was set yesterday morn- 


ing by Judge James Mejda, Cook County 
Chancery Court, who will preside over 
the trial in the Civic Center, Chicago. 
The case originally was scheduled to be 
heard last Friday, but a continuance was 
granted, reportedly while a possible set- 
tlement is being negotiated.

liquor license hearing tomorrow night 
will determine which of the two parties 
in the suit will be licensed to operate the 
restaurant. 


The suit was filed by Twinbrook In- 


vestment. Inc., against Multicon Proper- 
ties, Inc. While Multicon owns the restau- 
rant and property on which it is situated, 


Twinbrook holds a lease to it. The suit 
hinges on whether the lease still is valid. 


Multicon repossessed the restaurant 


last winter, after a sub-tenant, Dale 
House, Inc., shut down its operations and 
did not reopen. Multicon claims Twin- 
brook violated terms of the lease by fail- 
ing to find a new tenant within 30 days 
after the closing, as required. 


Twinbrook claims it did find a new ten- 


ant, HEG, Inc., but that Multicon failed 
to consent to the new tenant "arbi- 
trarily/' thereby violating the lease. 


Multicon claims HEG never filed a 


written request for consent, and could 
not be considered for the required con- 
sent without having done so.

An immediate change in course to al- 


low for swift and total planning of a mu- 
nicipally-owned general aviation airport 
V»s urged for Schaumburg last week. 


"In the interest of major savings, don't 


buy a little study which may cost you far 
more in the long run/' advised J.L. Do- 
noghue, president of Ralph H. Burke, 
Inc., a Park Ridge engineering and ar- 
chitectural planning firm. 


Donoghue's comments came during a 


screening interview held by Schaum- 
burg'3 Airport Study Committee Thurs- 
day. He represents the third and final 
engineering consulting group vying for 
appointment to perform studies to deter- 
mine the practicality of a village-owned 
general aviation (utility type) airport in 
the community. 


Either expansion of the present pri- 


vately owned Schaumburg Airport with 
eventual village acquisition of that facil- 
ity or establishment of a new airfield is 
being considered in tentative plans for a 
regional transportation center. 


THE COMMITTEE was conceived to 


select a consultant for a feasibility study 
which would range from determining 
basic requirements through site selection 
and public hearings. 


The consultant chosen for the project 


will also guide the committee through 
steps required for a Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration master planning grant. 


Master-planning-grant funding would 


cover two-thirds of the cost of the feasi- 
bility study with one-sixth of the remain- 
der to be picked up by the Illinois De- 
partment of Aeronautics. 


The balance, to be paid by the village, 


would be retired through a revenue bond 


plan with that capital coming from air- 
port fees charged to users. 


According to Donoghue, approval of a 


federal grant will take about five months 
and subsequent applications for FAA 
monies to complete other planning 
phases will consume additional, time. 


"Land here in Schaumburg is getting 


more dear each day and it would certain- 
ly be preferable to put enough fuel in 
your vehicle to take you on the whole 
trip," he said. 


HE SUGGESTED obtaining village 


board approval to complete planning 
from basic requirements, site selection, 
master plan development through financ- 
ing, but added that funding for portions 
of the study could come in stages. 


"There is real need for a good general 


aviation airport this side of O'Hare due 
to the fact that five privately owned area 
airports have been closed down," Do- 
noghue said. 


"A publicly owned airport is a must to 


serve the needs in this area," he added. 


Stressing, however, that he did not 


want to "step on any toes," Donoghue 
described the present airport site as "to- 
tally inadequate." 


"I don't want to waste time on a lock- 


ed-in site such as this," he noted. 


He explained that he envisions a facil- 


ity for Schaumburg similar to DuPage 
County Airport (West Chicago) from the 
standpoint of runway capacity.

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Criticise Former Policeman, CCPA

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Trustees Blast 
Of Funds By Village

Wheeling village trustees Monday lash- 


ed out at individual village policemen 
and police union officials who have been 
critical of the village board. 


Board members threatened to have vil- 


lage policemen arrested if they solicit 
funds from local businessmen for their 
'union, the Combined Counties Police As- 
sociation (CCPA). 


In addition the trustees criticized a for- 


mer policeman, William Hoos, who quit 
the force and charged "the police depart- 
ment is too politically controlled." 


The board also defended Roger Striek- 


er, the village's director of public safety, 
who was attacked by Hoos as having in- 
adequate training. 
' 


The trustees were also sharply critical 


of a letter to the editor which appeared 
in the Herald's Fence Post column last 
week. The letter, from John Flood, presi- 
dent of the CCPA board of managers, 
urged local residents to believe the com- 
ments attributed to Hoos in a May 11 
Herald article. 


TRUSTEE WILLIAM HEIN started the 


comments at the board meeting Monday 
by pointing out that Strieker is not a po- 
liceman, a fireman, the police chief or 
the fire chief. 


"He is the director of public safety and 


an assistant to the manager," Hein said, 
explaining that Strieker is trained in ad- 
ministration, which is the job he holds 
with the village. 


Trustee Ronald Bruhn called Hoos' 


comments and Flood's letter "way out of 
band" and said he /eared the criticism 
might cast aspersions on the whole police 
department. 


Pointing to the long waiting list of ap-

Bruhn said the comments from Hoos and 
Flood were "a case of spur grapes." 


Trustee Michael Valenza made the 


most vehement statements, however.

Valenza read the article aloud at the 


board meeting, emphasizing that the 
communities which have had complaints 
all have formal contracts with the CCPA. 


While Wheeling has negotiated with the 


union the board has refused to sign for- 
mal contracts with it.'

resting our own policemen immediately" 
at a committee meeting before the regu- 
lar board meeting. / 


"Hoos' problem was he didn't get what 


he wanted so he. took his baseball bat 
and went home," Valenza said during the 
regular meeting. 


Valenza said originally the evidence

Computer programming is just a hob- 


by for Walter Kozacky. 


Howver, the Elk Grove High School 


junior has developed a computer pro- 
gram that lists all the audio-visual equip- 
ment at the school, its value and. age. 
And officials in High School Dist. 214 arc 
looking at the program to see if it can be 
used district-wide. 


The Des Plaines student started the 


project with the encouragement of audio- 
visual director Dave Oswald, using the 
school's IBM 1620 computer. Now almost 
all the school's equipment is listed on the 
program and Walter is working on new 
computer programs. 


The computer gives us an instant up- 


date on the equipment," Oswald said. 
"Before we had to go through and retype 
lists by hand, but now this system lists 
the type of equipment we have, its code 
and serial numbers, the date purchased 
and the price we paid." 


THE PROGRAM has been presented to 


the district's audio-visual coordinator, 
Oswald said, and a similar system might 
be used in other schools. 


"We'feel this system meets our par- 


ticular interests because it lets us make 
value Judgments about our equipment," 
Oswald said. 


Besides giving them a list of the equip- 


ment, Walter said, the computer can pull 
out lists of an equipment over a certain 
age and gives a breakdown of major cat* 
egories where expenditures are made. 
Eventually, he hopes to tie in the cost of 
equipment repairs so school officials can 
tell if certain equipment requires more 
repair than is sormal. 


The programming, Walter said, was 


easy. 


"I started out knowing what we had to 


do and I know what the computer can do. 
It's really very simple." 


He added that he has never had a for- 


mal class in computer programming. "I 
studied electronics in sixth grade and-got 
interested in that and then a friend in- 
troduced me to the computer. I just pick- 
ed it up," he said.

After Freight Train Derails 


Hundreds of Milwaukee Road commu- 


ters got a little unexpected exercise yes- 
terday morning after a freight train de- 
railed and blocked morning commuter 
bains from getting through on the com- 
pany's Elgin-Chicago line, the line is 
used by many Elk Grove Village, 
Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates resi- 
dents. 


Passengers on seven eastbound trains 


were forced to walk around the derailed 
cars to catch special shuttle trains sent 
out by Milwaukee Road officials to 
handle the emergency. 


Six cars of a freight train coming from 


Council Bluffs, Iowa, derailed near the 
Wood Dale station about 6:30 a.m., Mock- 
ing both main tracks, a Milwaukee Road 
spokesman said. Seven commuter trains 
bound for Chicago were prevented from 


getting through between that time and 
10:30 a.m., when the tracks were 
cleared. 


MILWAUKEE ROAD officials were 


unable to explain the cause of the derail- 
ment, but emphasized the derailment 
was "not a bad one." no one was injured. 
One of the cars contained dangerous ma- 
terial, liquified petroleum gas, but that 
car remained upright and was barely off 
the tracks, a spokesman said. 


The spokesman also noted that many 


persons who normally ride the morning 
trains apparently found other means of 
transportation yesterday after hearing 
about the accident on the radio news 
broadcasts. Two early trains bound for 
Chicago got past the Wood Dale station 
prior to the derailment, the spokesman 
said.

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West Townhouse Petition

A petition by Chesterfield Builders to 


construct townhouses instead of apart- 
ments on property at Arlington Heights 
and Lake-Cook roads was denied Monday 
night by the Buffalo Grove Village 
Board. 


The developers already have per- 


mission from 
a 1909 preannexation 


agreement to build 435 apartments on the 
site, but had requested the change so 
they could build 300 two and three- 
bedroom townhouses instead. The project 
has been named Promontory West. 


After several lengthy hearings before 


the plan commission and the village 
board, the matter came to a vote twice 
Monday night. 


The first motion was to approve the 


change and follow a recommendation by 
the plan commission that $30,000 ear- 
marked for the village as a donation be 
given to Elementary School Dist. 96. The 
only trustee voting in favor was Thomas 
Mahoney. 


A SECOND motion recommended ap- 


proval with the exception that the $30,000 
be kept by the village. That motion was 
defeated 4-2, with Mahoney and Ed Os- 
mon voting in favor. 


Prior to the vote, Fred Hiilman, execu- 


tive vice president of Chesterfield, Inc., 
outlined the steps his company was will- 
ing to take to make the project more ac- 
ceptable. 


He said two tennis courts would be in- 


cluded, equipped for other uses, such as 
basketball. Four units of townhouses 
would be relocated to create a green belt 


along the property where it would adjoin 
the commercial sector, and an 800-foot 
sidewalk would be constructed along Ar- 
lington Heights Road from the project to 
James Fenimore Cooper Junior High. 


Hill estimated the sidewalk alone 


would cost about $4,000. 


PARK BOARD PRES. William Kiddle 


maintained his position that the Pro- 
montory West plan did not have ade- 
quate recreational facilities. He said sta- 
tistics indicate a neighborhood park 
would be needed in the area. Kiddle also 
repeated that the park area in the plan 
would face the rear of the commercial 
section, leaving the possibility of an un- 
sightly alleyway next to the recreational 
facilities.

THE LAND WHERE the fence and

adequate drainage in accordance with 


village and Metropolitan, Sanitary Dis- 
trict regulations. 


However, one resident told the board 


the ditch did not have to be located near 
the homeowners' property but rather at 
a spot on the ASR land further away. 


Henry Apida, Palatine building and 


zoning officer, said his department will 
go over plans for the addition with the 
builder to make adjustments to the loca- 
tion of. the fence.

"OUR WORRY about the ditch and the 


fence deals only with.accessibility to the 
area by fire equipment and not with the 
esthetics of the area." he said. Plans for 
the addition now do not include proper 
access to the company with the fence. 


Apida said gates would have to be in- 


stalled to meet the fire regulations.

'Music Makers9 Coming To 


by WANDALYN RICE 


"We are the music makers* 


We arc the dreamers of dreams

certs/' Reiser explains. "But we wanted 
to do something more lasting than that." 


The teachers decided they wanted a 


work suitable for combined band and 
choir and asked Latham to do something 
inspirational. The composer visited the 
school in December and decided to use te 
O'Shaughnessy poem as the text for the 
work. 
"With wonderf|il deathless dlUies 
We clean up the world's great cities 


Out of a fabulous story 


We fashion a nation's glory 


One man with a dream 


Can capture a people's heart 


And three with a new song 


Can trample a tyrant down. 
"The poem had been given to me some 


years ago by a member of our English 
faculty/' Latham says. "I had filed it 
away but when I was thinking of this 
work the thing that leaped at me was the 
first line. The whole thing seemed to suit 
the exhuberance and optimism of youth 
and all the things that are going on 
here." 


THE POEM,, in its optimism, lacked 


dramatic conflict, Latham says, and so 
he called for taped noise to go along with 
the music to dramatize conflict between 
the optimism of the poem and other 
forces in the world. "The noise is the 
devil of the piece," he says. "To me the 
opposite of music is not silence, but 


noise." 


Soon after copies of the composition ar- 


rived at the school in March, Reiser and 
Trimborn began rehearsing their groups. 
This week Latham arrived to lead die 
rehearsals. He will conduct the band and 
choir at the two •concerts.1 
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Even though the work has not yet been 


publicly performed, Palatine has re- 
ceived requests to perform the work 
from the music departments at Northern 
Illinois University and Latham's home 
school of North Texas. 
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And Latham, who has, done commis- 


sioned works for two other high schools 
in Louisiana and Washington and.many 
colleges, said the publishing company 
which handles his work has expressed an 
interest in publishing "Music Makers." 


SO WHEN THE work is performed it 


may be only the beginning. "Performing 


a work for the first time will be a thrill, 
but it will be even better if it goes on 
from here," Reiser says.

teria for a "bonus point" policy.

Under the basic plan, a developer or 


builder would receive a certain number 
of points for extra amenities he includes 
in his apartment plans. These points 
would allow him to build more apart- 
ments with greater density. 


Such amenities might include the in- 


stallation of public improvements beyond 
what is normally required for an apart- 
ment project, the donation of land to the 
school or park district for public use, 
construction of underground parking or 
additional landscaping and open space on 
the project. 


«.-' 


By making his project more attractive 


with these,, extra features, the village 
board would.grant a multiple-family zon- 
ing that would permit more .apartments 
than is usually allowed in such zoning. 


A similar bonus point procedure was 


recommended by the office of Rolf 
Campbell and Associates, village land 
planners who conducted a study of Pala- 
tine's downtown for improvement of it. 


Campbell's office suggested that apart- 


ments with high density be permitted 
near the central business district as part 
of improvement of the area. Developers 


could be attracted to build better proj- 
ects if the bonus point policy were estab- 
lished.

Consideration of this type of policy 


came as a result of recent approval of 
two apartment proposals on west Pala- 
tine Road with higher densities. Devel- 
opers of the apartments were granted 
preliminary approval with the "higher 
than normal" density largely because of 
the extra features and public improve- 
ments they included in their plans.

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Commuters TrekDown Tracks 
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A Her Freight Train Derails 


Hundreds of Milwaukee Road commu- 


ters got a little unexpected exercise yes- 
terday morning after a freight train de- 
railed and blocked morning commuter 
trains from getting through on the com- 
pany's Elgin-Chicago line, the line is 
used by many Elk Grove Village, 
Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates resi- 
dents. 


Passengers on seven eastbound trains 


were forced to walk around the derailed

Six cars of & freight train coming from

ing both main tracks, a Milwaukee Road 
spokesman said.

getting through between that time and 
10:30 a.m., when the tracks were 
cleared.

unable to explain the cause of the derail- 
ment, but emphasized the derailment 
was "not a bad one." no one was injured.

Fire Trustees

Trustees of the Rolling Meadows Fire 


Protection District made official Monday 
night their support of a referendum that 
will ask residents to shift control of the 
fire department to the city.

"Before the meeting we had no voice. 


We had nothing and could say nothing. 
Now we think we can. The meeting 
opened the door and we feel they will 
listen in good faith." 


WHEN ASKED if any departmental 


policy changes were discussed at Mon- 
day's meeting, O'Malley said, "We 
talked about general working conditions, 
benefits, and some of it concerned per- 
sonnel, so I'm going to have tp decline 
comment on it." 


O'Malley said ultimately the success of 


the Monday meeting will have to be 
judged in the future, if and when the new 
amicable accord is put to a test. 


He said the CCPA officers were not 


speaking for the entire department when 
they talked to the city administrators 
Monday. "As far as I'm concerned," 
O'Malley sid, "we were representing our- 
selves." 


In O'Malley's opinion, the most impor- 


tant immediate result of the meeting is 
that, "We got back a good relationship 
with the city officials. It was a good 
thing that it happened. A year go things 
were different. We made mistakes and 
they made mistakes. The city has 
changed and we've changed.1' 


EVEN THOUGH CCPA membership in 


Rolling Meadows has dwindled to a hand- 
ful of active members, O'Malley said, "I 
don't think it will ever be disbanded. One 
reason we choose to stay in it is that it 
offers many other benefits," like free le- 
gal counseling, insurance and low inter- 
est loans to members. 


Chief Case, who was contacted after 


O'Malley's announcement, and who had 
been a target of CCPA complaints, said 
only, "We listened to everything they 
had to say. I feel the meeting was very 
beneficial to all of us." 


"The board's team proposed a com- 


pensation plan which was less than the 
original proposal made by the teachers," 
said Frank Whiteley, superintendent and 
spokesman for the negotiators. 


The CTC team had asked for approxi- 


mately an 8 per cent increase in salaries. 
Whiteley would not reveal what the 
board's team offered and also declined to 
comment on how far apart the two teams 
are. 


Whiteley emphasized the board's pro- 


posal was presented as a total package 
and if the CTC failed to accept any part 
of the package the board could alter the 
entire proposal or any part of it. 


THE CTC negotiating team has taken 


the board's proposal under advisement. 


The four points the two teams are in 


agreement on are extended Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield coverage, extended sick 
leave, changes in salary payment sched- 
ules and changes in the schedule for the 
deduction of professional dues. 


At the present time teachers have Blue 


Cross-Blue Shield coverage for the 10 
months they are teaching. The proposal 
is to extend the coverage for the single 
working person for the two months dur- 
ing the summer. 


The board's team agreed to extend 


sick leave for teachers to 105 days. Cur- 
rently teachers can accumulate up to 90 
days of sick leave. Under the new pro- 
posal teachers will receive 10 sick days a 
year and when they have accumulated 90 
days they will receive 15 sick days the 
next year for a total of 105 sick days. 


The board's team has also agreed to 


make salary payments to teachers every 
two weeks instead of twice a month. This 
will increase the number of salary pay- 
ments from 24 to 26 a year. 


The final point of agreement is to de- 


duct professional dues from 20 paychecks 
instead of six as is presently done. 


Whiteley said he could not release fig- 


ures on how much the board's proposal 
would cost the district. 


No date has been set for the next nego^ 


tiations session but Whiteley said he ex- 
pected the two.teams to meet sometime 
late next week. 


"Both teams are trying very hard and 


cooperating to see if they can't end nego- 
tiations before the end of the school 
year," said Whiteley.

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MPEA Urges OK 
Of Contract With 
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Lower Pay Hikes 


Officials of the Mount Prospect Educa- 


tion Association (MPEA) have recom- 
mended teachers accept a 1972-73 con- 
tract offering lower pay raises than those 
received by teachers last year. 


Teachers will probably vote on the 


package tomorrow, according to Penny 
Osgood, MPEA president. The MPEA 
governing board decided Monday to-back 
the contract. 


Most teachers would receive a 2.3 per 


cent hike, based on experience and edu- 
cation, plus an additioal $200 raise under 
the proposal. Last year most teachers re- 
ceived an Average 5.25 per cent increase. 


Teachers who will not increase their 


educational qualifications but who now 
have 16 years of experience and a mas- 
ter's degree or IB years of experience. 
and a master's degree plus' 15 or 30 addi- 
tional college credit hours would receive 
a flat $300 raise. Last year's individual 
raises were more than $500, according to 
Richard Zwieback, professional negotia- 
tor hired by the school board, 


"The contract is mainly the same as 


last year except for the increase in sala- 
ry," said Mrs. Osgood. She said the 
board will continue to pay yearly cost of 


hospitallzation insurance for teachers 
plus $120 a year toward dependents, even 
if the cost of premiums go up. 


MRS. OSGOOD would not give the de- 


tails of the original MPEA contract pro- 
posal. She did say, however, the two 
sides made "many compromises.". Ac- 
cording to Zieback, the original MPEA 
proposal would cost the district an addi- 
tional $200,000 while the board's original 
offer would cost approximately $53,000. 


Last year teachers and school board 


members bargained for nearly a year, 
reaching a 1972-73 contract agreement in 
December. This year the two groups 
reached a tentative agreement in only 
three months. 


"I think teachers were very anxious to 


get going this year/1 said Mrs. Osgood. 
"We realized the board's financial posi- 
tion. We may not have gotten exactly 
what we hoped for, but there's no use 
bickering." 


Dist. 57 is facing a projected deficit of 


more than $200,000 at the end of this 
school year. On May 1 the district's ad- 
ministration turned over a proposed 
budget to the school board that included 
a deficit for the 1972-73 school year of 
almost $436,000.

Schroeder appealed the ruling to the U. 


S. Supreme Court, but the court last 
month refused to hear the petition. 


He and his wife have been suing the 


district since 1959 when district officials 
condemned 17 acres of their land for 
Gregory School. Payment of $280,000 for 
the land is being held in escrow by Cook 


County officials because Schroeder re- 
fuses to accept it. 


Dist. 57 officials received the $16,500 


from the Ohio Casualty Insurance Co., a 
bonding company contracted by •the 
Schroeders. Nearly $3,000 is still due in 
interest on the damages, and J. C. Bus- 
en h a r t, assistant superintendent in 
charge of business, said the district will 
put a lien on the $280,000 for that money. 


Only one lawsuit involving Dist. 57 offi- 


cials and the Schroeders still remains in 
the courts. That one involves a suit filed 
by district officials for $24,500 in dam- 
ages and interest. It is still being ap- 
pealed by the Schroeders. All lawsuits 
filed by Schroeder against the district 
have been settled.

minimum cost of $125) failed to pass the 
village board last week, 


The stumbling block at the board level 


was the matter of swimming pools as 
special uses. The remainder of the pro- 
posed revised swimming pool ordinance 
meE with no opposition. 


Two trustees favored retaining the pre- 


sent requirement of special uses for all 
above-ground pools; one trustee and the 
mayor favored eliminating the special- 
use requirement completely; and three 
trustees wanted to keep special uses in 
multi-family zoning districts but elimi- 
nate them in single-family zones. 


Because four votes were needed to 


pass the new ordinance, the present ordi- 
nance remains in effect.

The board of education of High School 


Dist. 214 agreed Monday to withhold 
more than $360,000 from the general con- 
tractor working on Rolling Meadows 
High School in hopes it will spur the con- 
tractor to fix the school's gym floor. 


The board agreed to hold the payment 


fo §362,267,11 to Wil-fred Inc. at least un- 
til the next board meeting on June 5. The 
payment would reduce the amount out- 
standing on the general contract to 
$23.000, according to Robert Weber, as- 
sistant superintendent for business ser- 
vices. 


Board members also passed a formal 


r e s o l u t i o n expressing their dis- 
satisfaction with the gym floor. District 
officials said the boards in the floor are 
too widely spaced, leaving cracks be- 
tween them. 


Weber said district officials and archi- 


tects have been discussing the problem 
with the contractor and want the cracks 
in the floor closed. 


BOARD MEMBES asked if the con- 


tractor might completely replace the 
floor. Board member Jack Costello said, 
"I don't see how the floor can be tight- 
ened up. You can throw a rat through 
some of those cracks." 


Weber said, however "I don't think 


there is a chance the floor will be re- 
placed unless we want to spend the next 
six or eight years in court. The problem 
is there are no established standards on 
what really is a good gym floor." 


In addition, board members questioned 


a representative from the school's heat- 
ing contractor about why the air-condi- 
tioning in the building has not worked 
during the past week. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert said the air con- 


ditioning had been scheduled to be 
turned on May 15 and "the adminis- 
tration has been somewhat disturbed be- 
cause it is not on by May 22." 


The contractor said he had not been 


able to meet the May 15 date because of 
a delay in March on approval to order 
the necessary equipment. He said his 
workers were ''debugging1' the equip- 
ment and he hoped to turn it on yester- 
day. 


A check at 2:30 p.m. yesterday re- 


vealed the air-conditioning was not yet 
turned on. A school official said the sys- 
tem would be turned on either late yes* 
terday or this morning. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the board ap-

Budget With Deficit To 


Unveiled By District 


School Dist. 23 administrative officials 


will unveil a tentative 1972-73 budget 
tonight that will contain a deficit. Though 
final 'budget figures are' not yet ready, 
officials term the deficit "a sizable one." 


A public hearing on the proposed budg- 


et is set for 7:30 p.m. tonight at the dis- 
trict's administration center, Scboenbeck 
at Palatine Road in Prospect Heights. 


Hie situation is nothing new for the 


district; the deficit has been growing for 
the last six years. Expenses in the dis- 
trict have been growing faster than in- 
come. 


Part of the reason is that referendum 


proposals to raise taxes have been voted 
down. 


Two of the other reasons for the grow- 


ing deficit are the district's declining en- 
r o l i m e n t and growing tax base. 
Seemingly these two factors would help 
the district's financial picture, but, ac- 
cording to school officials the opposite is 
true. 


The amount of state financial aid re- 


ceived by the district is based on pupil 
attendance, among other things. As at- 
tendance rises or drops, the amount of 
state aid is adjusted accordingly. 


In Dist. 23, while student population 


was expected to rise during the last sev- 
eral years, it has in fact declined. A re- 
port done in 1969 predicted the current 
enrollment would be between 2,000 and 
2,100. The actual figure is about 1,700. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS attribute the low- 


er than expected enrollment to the slug- 
gish national economy which has slowed 
home and apartment building in the dis- 
trict. 


An increase in the rate of absenteeism 


is hurting Dist. 23 even more. The daily 
absentee rate has climbed to an average 
of 14 per cent this year .compared with 8 
per cent last year. James Hendren, busi- 
ness manager, estimates the district will 
lose between $80,000 and $100,000, this 
year because of absent students.

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Park District Referendum In 60 To 90 Days 
Ice Rink Vote Here; Plan To Sell $600,000 Tennis Bonds

A referendum will be held in the Ar- 


lington Heights Park District in the next 
60 to 90 days to determine whether resi- 
dents will support a $1.8 million general 
obligation bond for an indoor ice facility 
and park improvements, 


If the referendum passes, it will add 


about $5 per $10,000 assessed valuation to 
the tax bill of park district residents. At 
present, the park district tax rate is .365. 
It would be .431 if the referendum pas- 


Since 1969, the park district tax rate 


has decreased from .442 to .365. 


THE ICE facility is expected to cost 


$1.1 million, community and neighbor- 
hood park improvements are expected to 
cost $453,000 and a maintenance garage 
is expected to cost $75,000. Architect 
fees, attorney fees and contingencies for 
ail of the proposed projects will cost an 
estimated $240,000. 


The park board Monday decided to 


build the proposed ice facility at Recrea- 
tion Park, 500 E; Miner. Baseball dia- 
monds, which are now on the proposed 
site, would be relocated at the same 
park. 


To be included in the ice facility are a 


main rink, a studio rink, pro shop, skate 
shop, snack shop and locker rooms. A 
feasibility study for the facility has been 
under way since January, and the final 
report was recently submitted by Robert 
E. Clark, chairman of the ice facility 
citizen* committee. 


"It is our recommendation that the 


park commissioners place the utmost ur- 
gency on the building of a community 
artificial ice skating rink/' said Clark. 
"W* suggest you consider a tax abated 
general obligation bond; and, if such is 
defeated, then approach the matter with 
revenue bonds." 


ACCORDING TO Thomas Thornton, di- 


rector of parks and recreation, a citizens 
committee will be formed in the near fu- 
ture to campaign for the referendum. 
The cost of the referendum, which in- 
cludes polling places, judges and adver- 
tising, will be about $2,500, according to 
district Treasurer Roger Burke. 


"At present, the bonding power of the 


district is around $3.4 million," said 
Burke. "We have $3.3 million outstanding 
io general obligation bonds, which will be 
paid back over the next 12 years." 


According to Burke, if the referendum 


passes, the $1.8 million worth of bonds 
would probably be paid back over a 15 
year period.

will be sold by the Arlington Heights 
Park District in the near future to fi- 
nance an indoor tennis facility at Forest 
View Park, Goebbert at Falcon. The 
park board decided Monday night.

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The bonds will be sold to any person or 


organization wishing to support the facil- 
ity, and does not require a referendum 
or raise in the park district tax rate. 
Funds to pay off the bonds will be obtain- 
ed from the operation of the facility. 


Before putting the bonds up for sale, a 


financial consultant will be hired by the 
park district, at a cost of about $5,000. It 
is expected that a consultant will be se- 
cured at Tuesday's park board meeting.

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Listen To The Needs For Cultural Center

Fourteen potential users of a proposed 


cultural center In Arlington Heights have 
been interviewed during the past two 
days by George C. Izenour who is study- 
ing the feasibility of such a center. 


Izenour plans to review the Arlington 


Heights Cultural Commission's study on 
a cultural center, completed last year, as 
well as interview notes for the next three 
months. In the fall, Izenour will return 
with a completed study. 


In March, the board of trustees gave 


the cultural commission the green light to 
have the $6,000 study made by Izenour. 


"I came to listen to the people of the 


village, and find out what their needs 
are/' Izenour said. "I have formed no 
conclusions at this point." 


He added that none of the information 


obtained during the interviews has been 
a surprise. 


IZENOUR, OF George C. Izenour As- 


sociates, Inc., a theater consultant firm, 
has worked on over 140 cultural centers, 
He is also a professor at Yale University. 


Included in the list of people inter- 


viewed by Izenour are Earl Johnson, ex- 
ecutive director of the Chamber of Com- 
merce; Steve Berry, an assistant to the 
superintendent of Dist. 214; Ruth Courno- 
yer, president of Countryside Art Center; 
and Hank DeGroth, president of Village 
Theater. 


"We're very supportive of the concept 


of a cultural center," said Berry. "It 
would probably lead to new dimensions 
in our fine arts program." 


Among questions being asked by Ize- 


nour are "how can a cultural center 
meet the needs of your group," and 


whether or not each group is supportive 
of a plan for some type of cultural cen- 
ter. 


"I FEEL THAT we could support a 


small cultural 
center in Arlington 


Heights/' said Johnson. 


While Mrs. Cournoyer feels that all art 


groups would benefit by association with 
each other, she wasn't in favor of a cul- 
tural center if it only included a theater. 


"We need more than an exhibit area," 


she said. We need classroom and studio 
space as well as a lecture hall and gal- 
lery." 


According to DeGroh, the village is go- 


ing to have a theater, whether the village 
or the Village Theater builds it. 


"WE ARE GOING to give the village 


every chance to build a theater, because 
it would be better if all the arts groups 


could cooperate," said DeGroh. "But if 
the cultural center does not come about, 
we will build our own theater." 


On Feb. 29 the Arlingtn Heights Park 


District Board voted to let the Village 
Theater use about one acre of land with 
the, stipulation that a theater be built on 
the'site. The land is located at Frontier 
Park, 1933 N. Kennicott.

According to'DeGroh, Village Theater 


will not proceed w^th any "hard plan- 
ning" on their project until they see the 
results of the Izenour study. 


"In the meantime, one possibility we 


have open to us is to construct a work- 
shop at the Frontier \Park site," said 
DeGroh. At the present time the theater 
group stores their equipment under the 
Olympic Park pool, where DeGroh says 
the dampness damages some of it.

McGlothin said band members have 
agreed to make no formal statement on 
the resignation because they want to con- 
centrate on winning a competition this 
summer in Winnipeg, Canada. 


Wheeling High School Prin. Tom Shir- 


ley, who was specifically criticized by 
Brick, declined comment on the resigna- 
tion. 


High School Dist. 214 Supt. Edward 


Gilbert said yesterday he does not be- 
lieve the district's music programs are 
one-sided and said he hoped "our pro- 
grams will be balanced between the per- 
forming part and the development of mu- 
sicanship."

preparing proposals on the study. . 


Board Member Jack Costello suggested 


that in addition to studying building 
needs, the district also study future cur- 
riculum and tenure policies. "Just as 
some of our buildings are getting old, so 


may be some of our courses," he said. 
"We may also be running the risk of put- 
ting some people on tenure whose skills 
won't be needed in years to come/1 


Other objectives adopted by the board 


include: 


To operate the district on a balanced 


budget — expenditures not to exceed in- 
come. 


—To complete planning and acquisition 


for a district-wide power auto mechanics 
program. 


—To develop and implement a pre- 


ventive maintenance program for all 
buildings and building equipment. 


—To develop and implement a com- 


plete property accounting system. 


—District level administrators to in- 


crease by at least 50 per cent face-to- 
face contacts with building staffs and 
students. 


—To develop plans for coordinating the 


Dist, 214 adult, education program with 
Harper College and possibly Difit 211. 


—To communicate objectives to the 


public and report to the public and re- 
port to the board on progress being made 
on them.

Budget With Deficit To

Unveiled By District 


School Dist. 23 administrative officials 


will unveil a tentative 1972-73 budget 
tonight that will contain a deficit. Though 
final budget figures are not yet ready, 
officials term the deficit "a sizable one/' 


A public hearing on the proposed budg- 


et is set for 7:30 p.m. tonight at the dis- 
trict's administration center, Schoenbeck 
at Palatine Road in Prospect Heights. 


the situation is nothing new for the 


district; the deficit has been growing for 
the last six years. Expenses in the dis- 
trict have been growing faster than in- 
come. 


Part of the reason is that referendum 


proposals to raise taxes have been voted 
down. 


Two of the other reasons for the grow- 


ing deficit are the district's declining en- 
r o 11 m e n t and growing tax base. 
Seemingly these two factors would help 
the district's financial picture, but, ac- 
cording to school officials the opposite is 
true. 


The amount of state financial aid re- 


ceived by the district is based on pupil 
attendance, among other things. As at- 
tendance rises or drops, the amount of 
state aid is adjusted accordingly. 


In Dist. 23, while student population 


was expected to rise during the last sev- 
eral years, it has in fact declined. A re- 
port done in 1969 predicted the current 
enrollment would be between 2,000 and 
2,100. The actual figure is about 1,700. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS attribute the low- 


er than expected enrollment to the slug- 
gish national economy which has slowed 
home and apartment building in the dis- 
trict. 


An increase in the rate of absenteeism 


is hurting Dist. 23 even more. 71w daily 
absentee rate has climbed to an average 
of 14 per cent this year compared with 8 
per cent last year. James Hendren, busi- 
ness manager, estimates the district will 
lose between $60,000 and $100,000 this 
year because of absent students. 


The tax base, meanwhile has grown to 


about $39 million. According to Dist. 23 
officials, this too cuts the state aid be- 
cause state guidelines assume that with 
a bigger tax base, a district is better 
able to finance its expenses. The result is 
less state money. 


But according to Hendren the increase 


in tax revenues brought about by the 
larger tax base fait to offset the state aid 
losses. 


Dist 23 is only one of many school dis- 


tricts losing state aid because of drop- 
ping enrollment* and growing tax bases. 


According to Edward Grodsky, school 


districts would have faced the problem 
four years ago without the start of the 
state income tax. 'The income tax 
allowed the state to increase aid to 
schools," he said. 


Teen Summer Job

The Elk Grove Township Board of 


Auditors will operate a teen summer Job 
referral service again this summer and 
plans to continue the employment pro- 
gram all year according to William - 
Rohlwing, township supervisor. 


Rohlwing said the board decided to re- 


peat the service because the program re- 
ceived so much support last year from 
both employers looking for summer help 
and teen-agers looking for jobs. 


Township Auditor Arthur Stevens, 


chairman of the Youth Commission, said, 
"Now that the township has a full-time 
youth worker in Paul Poprocki, the audi- 
tors decided that ail the work involved in 
setting up a program like this would be 
wasted if it was only for the summer." 


Stevens said the board of auditors de- 


cided to continue the program through- 
out the year because both the teen-agers 
and the employers are looking for either 
part-time help or jobs all year long. 


A SPOKESMAN for the board of audi- 


tors said registration applications have 
been given to guidance counselors at 
Forest View High School in Arlington 
Heights and Elk Grove High School in 
Elk Grove Village. 


Stevens said Poprocki will match stu- 


dent application forms with job openings 
and will contact the student when there 
is a suitable Job. Stevens said the student 
will be expected to contact the employer 
to set up an interview.

telephone in an effort to discover jobs, 
Stevens said.

Bilingual Class 
At Maine East 


Bilingual classes to help students learn 


English as a second language will be 
held at Maine East High School again 
this summer.

building. The land will have to be pur- 
chased from several owners, including 
the Mandas family,, before the buildings 
could be torn down, according to Behrel.

The yard surrounding the building will 


be landscaped with a 45-space parking 
lot, and an entrance roadway. 


The building would contain 128 one- 


bedroom apartment units, with one two-' 
bedroom units for a custodian and his 
family, according to the plans. 


The preliminary plan approval was 


based on a HUD analysis of civil rights 
guarantees, and building finances, and 
by Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission studies of the proposed project's 
environmental impact and consistency 
with regional plans.

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Homestead Exemption Forms Readied 
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More than 100,000 applications for'the 


newly reinstated homestead tax ex- 
emption for senior citizens will be mailed 
within the next week, according to a 
spokesman for Cook County Assessor P. 
J. Cullerton. 
; 


The spokesman said those eligible for 


the exemption can expect to receive the 
forms within 10 days.: 


Cullerton's office workers reportedly 


began preparing the forms for mailing 
yesterday morning following a state Su- 
preme Court decision Monday that the 
$1,500 homestead exemption for persons 
65 and older is. valid for 1972 real estate 
taxes payable in 1973 and thereafter. 


Several thousand senior citizens in the 


Northwest suburbs are expected to bene- 
fit from the exemption, which will mean 
a $100 fo $120 yearly tax.savings. 


Township assesses in Elk Grove, 


M a i n e , Palatine, Schaumburg and 
Wheeling townships yesterday said they 
are equipped, to aid senior citizens in 
completing the applications, which must 
be submitted no later than Sept, 1. 
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TO .BE ELIGIBLE for the exemption

Marshall Theroux, Wheeling Township 


assessor, said to complete the .form ap- 
plicants for the exemption need proof: of 
ownership/ in the form-bf either a Copy 
of tJie title.

and trust policy; proof of age and the 
real estate index number of their proper- 
ty. 


In April the state Supreme Court ruled 


the homestead exemption did not apply 
to 1971 taxes because it was prohibited 
by the 1870 state constitution. The court 
held, however, that the exemption is ap- 
plicable to taxes levied.this year. 
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Under the law, county assessors are 


required to exempt $1,500 from the equal- 
ized assessed valuation of property 
owned by a senior citizen. 


To determine the approximate individ- 


ual tax savings, the property owner has 
only to multiple the total tax rate on his 
tax bill by $1,500 and subtract that figure 
from his total tax due. 


In Arlington Heights for example, the 


average taxpayer could multiple the 
$1,500 by the tax rate of 7.78 pdr $100 
assessed valuation or .0778. That tax- 
payer, then, would save $116.70. That ap- 
proximation, of course, is based on this 
year's tax rate. 


IN ITS RULING the state high court 


held the exemption does not violate the 
equal protection provisions of state and 
federal constitutions. The court said, 
"The classification of individuals on the 
basis of under and over 65 years of age 
is rational and reasonable, for at this age 
many persons retire and their sole finan- 
cial support may be derived from Social

Security or private pensions. 


"In these times of increasing real es- 


tate taxation and rising prices, the bene- 
fits conferred by many retirement plans 
may not provide adequate income/'

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Water Is Tested 
Twice Each Dav 


by LEON SHORE 


The water that sprinkles your lawn, 


mixes your lemonade, cleans your dog 
and quenches your thirst is tested an av- 
erage of twice a day at the city of Des 
Plaines' new water testing laboratory. 


The $10,000 water lab, created last 


year at the Maple Street pumping plant, 
26S5 Maple, contains testing equipment 
to insure that the six to fourteen million 
gallons of water residents use daily are 
free of bacterial growth, chemical con- 
taminants, acidity and other possible im- 
purities, according to City Engineer Rob- 
ert Bowen. 


The lab is run by Edward Ham, city 


water superintendent, Clyde Davis, as- 
sistant water superintendent, and Vince 
Collettl. water plant operator, 


THEY COLLECT 60 water samples a 


month from various public places, in- 
cluding city hall and schools, then check 
for water impurities. Each has attended 
seminars and courses on use of the lab's 
instruments and water 
purification. 


These seminars are conducted by the Illi- 
nois Environmental Protection Agency, 
and other state agencies. 


Federal health standards required 


creation of the lab, Bowen said. Water 
that is taken over state lines, such as the 
water used by Des Plaines companies for 
O'Hare Airport food services, must be 
checked for purity, according to federal 


•/ 


standards. 


The lab received high marks from the 


Illinois Department of Public Health 
recently, with only five recommendations 
for minor changes, Bowen said. City offi- 
cials are hopeful for full department ap- 
proval soon, according to Bowen. 


Most of the city's water, 28 per cent, 


comes from Lake Michigan and the City 
of Chicago, which tests the water before 
it is piped to Des Plaines. The rest of 
Des Plaines' water comes .from deep-un- 
derground wells, which are not easily af- 
fected by surface water pollution. 


The average daily per capita use of 


water is 128.7 gallons, according to Bow- 
en, for everything from just drinking a 
glass of water, to showering, or flushing 
sewage. 


THE AVERAGE total daily use by city 


residents is about six million gallons, 
Bowen said, but on very hot days, when 
homeowners are watering their lawns or 
filling up backyard pools, the amount of 
water used is much greater. 


Last June 17, the city residents used 


almost 14 million gallons of water, a 
record high that may be broken again 
this year. 


Under the present system, Bowen said, 


the city could supply more than IS mil- 
lion gallons in one day, using six million 
from Chicago, a 10-million gallon reser- 
voir at the Maple Street and other city 
reservoirs.

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Few things involve more waiting time 


than brandied fruit and it is a continuing 
surprise how many people express inter- 
est in trying it. What follows is a version 
just sent in by a reader who reports that 
many of her friends have used it success- 
fully. 


The fruit supply calls for 2 cups sliced, 


peeled apples, 2 cups sliced, peeled 
pears, 2 cups quartered, peeled peaches, 
2 cups diced, fresh pineapple and 2 cups 
seedless raisins. All this goes into a large 
bowl, along with a 2-inch stick of cinna- 
mon, 5 cups light brown sugar and 5 cups 
granulated sugar. 


Using the fingers, toss gently so all the 


fruit gets a sugar coating. This is done 4 
times, 15 min. apart, with the bowl cov- 
ered between each tossing. This over, the 
whole thing goes into IMt gal. stone crock 
(or several smaller jars if you don't have 
that she). The big crock calls for a quart 
of brandy to be poured over the mixture. 


The crock is then stored in a warm 


spot — never refrigerated. Let it set six 
months. Once opened, you are supposed 
to return equal proportions of fresh fruit 
and sugar and additional brandy if you 
think it needs it. Luck to all those bold 
enough to invest the time and effort. 


Dear Dorothy: When I moved into 


our new apartment which has a double 
lock on the door, I was always fumbling 
with the keys — never getting the right 
key out for the top or bottom. My young 
neighbor came out one day with a bottle 
of nail polish and suggested putting a 
dab on the key for the bottom lock.
